All efforts to dislodge the man had been 
$n vain until Sheriff Condo found a man to 
‘risk his life in setting fire to the struc- 
ture. Then it was that Etlinger allowed 
his two little chikiren to leave the burning 
building, but his wife only escaped death 
by breaking away from her hushband’s 
grasp, as he had intended to Kill her as 
well as himself. 

As it was Etlinger ftred four shots after 
the woman as she fied from the building 
and then stepped outside and killed him- 
self. 

Etlinger lived in the little vill of 
Woodward, in the eastern end of this 
county. He ‘was about twenty-five years 
of age amd among his neighbors he had 
‘the reputation of beimg a man whom it 
was not best to provoke. Several months 
ago he assaulted his father-in-law, Ben- 
Jamin Benner, and nearly scalped him 
with a piece of coréwood. 

Etlinger was arrested at the time and 
He secured bail, but when 
the case was called for trial Etlinger 
failed to appear. A bench warrant was 
issued for his arrest, but the man had 
taken refuge in the mountains that sur- 


' rounded the hamlet in which he lived. He 
Piwes occasionally seen, but none of his 
. neighbors were venturesame enough to at- 


arrest, : 

Shot the Constables. 

Yesterday afternoon Constable Barnes 
heard that BPtlinger was at home. There 
had been a feud between Barnes and Et- 
linger and the constable determined upon 
the arrest of his enemy. He deputized C. 
G. Motz and John Hosterman to assist 
him in arresting Etlinger. _ 

The three ‘went to the house of Etlinger 
and found that the latter, with his wife 
ami three-year-old daughter and two-year- 
old son, had barricaded themselves in the 
gecond story of their frame dwelling. The 
Officers entered and Barnes kicked in a 
panel of the door on the second floor. 
Evidently reckoning on no desperate re- 
sistance, the constable started to crawl 
through the broken door into the room in 
which Etlinger had taken refuge. The man 
had prepared himself for resistance, how- 
ever. and as Barnes’s head and shoulders 
appeared in the room Etlinger fired a rifle 
ball ehroustf. his head, killing him in- 
stantly. Etlinger then fired through the

Two Others Wounded.

The flames made slow headway and 
it was fully an hour before the building 
was fairly ablaze. The heat of the fire 
drove Etlinger and his family to the cel- 
lar. When the building had become too 
hot for habitation the cellar door was 
Stealthily openéd and the two babies 
pushed through into the street. 

Tried To Kill His Wife. 

Closely following the children Mrs. 
Etlinger burst through the cellar door and 
Staggered out. The crowd was hot in 
anger against the woman, as they believed 
that she had assisted her husband in de- 
fending the house, and as she made her 
appearance @ cry went up: “Shoot the 
witch.” 

Cooler heads raised a shout and pre 
vented any firing at the woman. As she 
fled from the house her husband fired 
four times after her, but each shot went 
wide of the mark. 

Death by His Own Hand. 

By this time the building was ablaze 
from cellar to roof, and with the choice of 
death by cremation or at the hands of the 
mob, Etlinger decided to kill himself. 

He suddenly stepped from the cellarway 
with a rifle in one hand and a revolver in 
the other. On a demand to surrender the 
outlaw threw down his gun. 

Yelling that he would not be taken alive, 
he put the revolver to his head and fired 
two bullets into his brain, falling dead in 
the doorway. 

A rush was made for the door and the 
dead body of Constable Barnes was drag- 
ged from the burning building just as the 
roof fell in. The crowd was horrified to 
find that not only had the entire top of 
Barnes’s head been shot away, but that 
his throat had been cut from ear to ear. 

Made His Wife a Prisoner. 

When Mrs. Etlinger had somewhat re- 
covered her composure she told that she 
was not a willing defender of the house 
with her husband, but that she had been 
detained by him. To insure her not es- 
caping he had tied her, feet togethen 

Etlinger had anticipated an attempt to 
arrest him and had made a veritable fort 
and arsenal of his house. It was his plan 
to hold out as long as possible and when 
driven to extremities to give liberty to the 
children and kill his wife and himself. 

Mrs. Etlinger is prostrated by the ter- 
rible experience through which she pass 
and her reason is threatened. ° 


BLUE BOOK OF THE BOUNDARY. 


ENGLAND HAS COMPILED HER 
SCHOMBURGK LINE FACTS. 


Volume Consists of Nearly 450 Fools- 
cap Pages with an Additional 
Book for the Maps. 


London, March 6.—The expected Vene- 
zuelan blue book which is entitled *“‘Docu- 
ments and Correspondence Relating to the 
Question of the Boundary of Venezuela,” 
was issued by the government tonight. The 
volume consists of 443 foolscap pages ‘vith 
a separate book containing maps. 

The book opens with forty pages compris- 
ing a preliminary statement dealing with 
the history of the territories from 1520 un- 
til the issuance of her majesty’s memoran- 
dum to Venezuela in March, 1890. The 
book is divided into historic periods, from 
the earliest time to 1648, from 1648 to 1796, 
and from 1796 to 1840. After that period 
references are made to various claims and 
dispatches and the report concludes with 
a brief summary. The preliminary matter 
is summarized as follows: 

“The purpose of the present statement,” 
says the book, “is to explain a general out- 
line of the position of Great Britain in 
the long-pending dispute with Venezuela 
as regards the boundary between British 
Guiana and that country. The territories 
now known as British Guiana and Vene- 
zuela had been discovered before 1520. Be- 
tween the date of their discovery and 1643 
the Spaniards and the Dutch occupied por- 
tions of this territory, the extent of such 
occupation by each country to be a matter 
of consideration. 

‘‘In 1589 the united provinces of the Neth- 
erlands threw off their allegiance to the 
Spanish crown and war ensued, which last- 
ed almost uninterruptedly for seventy 
years. In January, 1648, peace was conclud- 
ed by the treaty of Munster, by which 
Spain acknowledged the independence of 
the Netherlands and the two countries 
respectively confirmed their then posses- 
sions in the South American country, 
From 1648 to 1736 with the exception of 
the interval between 1781 and 1783 the 
Dutch remained in possession of the ter- 
ritory they had occupied prior to the treaty 
of Murster and extended their settlements 
Within it. 

‘In 1796 the territory now known as Brit- 
ish Guiana was acquired by Great Britain. 
That acquisition was recognized and con- 
firmed by a treaty concluded in 1814. In 
18109 Venezuela revolted, but her independ- 
ent existence apart from the United States 
of Colombia, with which she was for a time 
merged, did not commence until 1830 and 
was not formally recognized by Spain until 
1845. It is, therefore, held that the fol- 
lowing conclusions have been clearly es- 
tablished: 1. That prior to 1590 the Dutch 
had established themselves on the coast of 
Guiana. 2. That prior to 1596 the Span- 
iards had established no settléments .in 
Guiana. 3. That by 148 the Dutch settle- 
ments in Guiana extended along the coast 
the whole way from the River Maroni to 
the Larima and inland to various points 
in the interior upon ine rivers Essequibo, 
Cuyuni, Pomeroon, Waini and Barima 
and their tributaries. 4. That up to 174 the 
only settlement of Spaniards in Guiana 
was San Thome de Guayana, on the south 
bank of the Orinoco, originally founded in 
1596, as thus shown in the sketch map. 
5. That between 1723 and 1796 the only addi- 
tional settlements founded by Spaniards 
in Guiana were those established by the 
Capuchin missions south of the Orinoco 
in the direction of the River Ytruri and 
two villages on the upper Orinoco several 
hundred miles above San Thome de Guay- 
ana. 6. That Dutch occupation to the ex- 


tent above indicated was perfectly well 
known in Spain and tnat the attempts 
‘of the Spanish to dispossess the Dutch had 
wholly failed. 7. That subsequent to 1796 
Great Britain has continuously remained 
in possession and her subjects have occu- 
pied further portions of the territory 7 
which the Dutch established their title.

GROVER HAS NOT 
TOLD HIS VIEWS 


Denies an ‘‘Authorized’’ Statement That 
Was Sent Out. 


IT STARTED WITH MR. OLNEY 


Cleveland Says He Doesn’t Know His 
Own Views. 


CABINET MEETING WAS ERY WARM 


It Is Said That the President and Sec- 


retary Olney Exchanged Some 
Lively Words. 


Washington, March 6.—(Special.)—Presi- 
dent Cleveland came out in a statement 
this afternoon in which he denies any 
authority whatever for the “authorized” 
Statement recently given out to the press 
from the state department, and he adds 
that he has never found any difficulty in 
communicating to the people, in a manner 


which leaves no doubt as to its authen- 
ticity, any statement purporting to 
represent his views. With this the presi- 
dent concludes. 

He does not give his position on the 
Cuban question. He simply denies that 
he has given out anything for publication 
without denying the correctness of that 
Statement. It is possible that the presi- 
dent intends to make a statement of his 
position when the concurrent resolutions, 
which will be adopted by the senate on 
Monday or Tuesday, go to him. Indeed, 
the Cuban question has stirred up so much 
feeling here and throughout the country 
that the president may be forced to pub- 
licly define himself. 

It @evelops tonight that the etatement 
given out by the president this morning 
was after the cabinet meeting. He pre- 
pared it himself and sent it to the press 
association. In the cabinet meeting, 
which lasted three hours, today Cuba was 
the topic. The president expressed him- 
self in plain language on the subject. He 
was almost vicious in his criticism of the 
action of congress. 

Then he turned upon Secretary Olney 
and told him when he desired any state- 
ment of his position on a public matter 
he would make it himself. He referred to 
that ‘‘authorized’’ statement. He admitted 
that it expressed his position, but he pro- 
posed to make it public in his own way. 

Olney, who is a man of opinions and 
determination, is said to have resented the 
president’s words, announcing that as long 
as he was secretary of state in name he 
proposed to be in fact. This brought an 
explanation from the president, couched 
in soft words, and the storm blew over 
calmiy and Mr. Olney made no-objection 
to his Statement to the press denying that 
he was responsible for the ‘authorized’ 
statement. 

The Authorized Denial 

The statement given out by the president 
is as follows: 

“I see that it is assumed in certain 
quarters that a deliverance published a 
few days ago on the Cuban question may 
be taken as defining the attitude of the 
administration on that grubject. I wish 
you would say that I never saw the state- 
ment nor heard of it until I read it in the 
newspapers, and even then neglected to read 
all of it, supposing that it represented 
nothing more than a newspaper guess. I 
do not Know how it originated nor by whom 
it is constructed or inspired, but I do 
know that I am in no manner responsible 
for it, nor in any way related to it. 

“I only desire to say in addition that I 
do not know whether the publication refer- 
red to represents the views of the admin- 
istration on the Cuban question or not, and 
that I have never found any difficulty 
in communicating with the people in a 
manner which leaves no doubt as to the 
authenticity of any statement purporting 
to represent my views.” 

Said in Cabinet Meeting. 

In talking over the Cuban matter the 
president told the cabinet that congress 
had gone wild over it. He 
was determined that this government 
should not act in the matter of recognition 
until the Cubans had set up a regular 
government and demonstrated that they 
were able to maintain it. 

The confederacy, he declared, was not 
recognized by a foreign power until it had 
set up its government and performed all 
the requisites of a government. He did 
not propose that congress should, because 
of popular clamor, submit this government 
to a violation of its treaty with Spain and 
the rules of international law. 

If the billigerents’ resolutions passed 
the senate he did not propose to act in 
accordance with their declaration. It was 
assumed by the cabinet officers present 
from his expressions that he would let 
them rest upon the files of the state de- 
partment as now rest the Armenian reso- 
lutions. If congress by joint resolution 
called wpon him to act he would make 
response in a special message setting forth 
his views. Further than to leave this tm- 
pression upon the mmds of his cabinet 
officers he did not go. 

When Will He Maks It? 
When he will make a public and official 
statement depends upon results. In the 
méantime he is endeavoring to get at all 
the details of the situation tn Cuba 
through our consular officers. and others. 

He is reading carefully all the newspa- 
per stories from Cuba, and especially those 
articles written by Murat Halstead. His 
present views were expressed in the house 
the other day by Mr. Turner, of Georgia. 
That they met with no responsive senti- 
ment has caused the president to harbor 
intense feeling against congress. 

To express it milly, he has no respect 
for congressional views nor for the ability 
of congress to handle an important ques- 
tion. The president has more than once 
shown a decided disposition to disregard 
any line of policy which he had not in- 
spired adopted by congress. This has 
irritated congress no little and the gen- 
eral discontent has ripened the situation 
for a direct issue to be made as to how 
far the president is independent of the 
popular will as expressed by the practical- 
ly unanimous vote of both houses of con-

GEN. GOMEZ OUTWITS WEYLER. 


SPANISH THOUGHT HE HAD CAP- 
TURED THE CUBAN. 


-nvasion, Occupation and Expulsion 


Are Three Stages of General 
Gomez’s Campaign. 


Havana, March 4, via Tampa, Fla., March 
6.—Mamimo Gomez, in the recent movement 
of the main body of insurgents east from 
Havana province across Matanzas to the 
line of Santa Clara, and then back to the 
ceiter of Havana province, again displayed 
the genuis .which has made his military 
operations remarkable. 

General Weyler, with more troops, better 
organization, more thorough preparation 
for transportation and more cavalry than 
Martinez Campos had, has been out-gener- 
aled by the insurgent chief. Weyler’s first 
failure was when Maceo was allowed to 
enter Havana province from Pinar del Rio 
and effect a junction with Gomez in spite 
of the wall of men across the islaud. Then 
all avaflable troops were sent out to 
strengthen the columns which were closing 
in on the two rebel leaders within twenty 
miles of this city. 

The official reports had the two large 
rebel columns surrounded by three col- 
umns of Spain’s best troops, with cavalry, 
infantry and artillery. The government 
forces attacked their lines in the shape of 
@ triangle, and for a few days a report of 
@ serious engagement was awaited. Just 
what occurred is not clear. From all I can 
learn I believe that Gomez pushed one side 
of the triangle back, while Maceo pushed 
back the other and the insurgents passed 
out at the opening. The fighting that oc- 
curred was not serious, for with about 
10,000 on the insurgent side and double the 
number of Spanish troops, the losses, all 
told, were less than 100. 

When it was learned that the rebels had 
gone east into Matanzas, the troops fol- 
lowed. Other columns were sent by rail to 
head them off on the line into Santa Clara. 
There were no engagements of importance 
there, for when the troops had all been 
started east, it was learned that both rebel 
leaders were going west. They had sent 
their wounded over the line into Santa 
Clara, and were unencumbered for future 
operations 

What Gomez and Maceo Did 

Gomez countermarched to the middle of 
Matanzas province, where he stopped to see 
that the estates sheild not obey Weyler’s 
order to grind cane. Those found to be 
preparing had their cane burned. 

Maceo returned to Havana province. He 
brought with him his own column of about 
5,000 men, and as many more belonging to 
the column from the orient, which have 
been moving west for about a month. These 
forces, added to those which remained in 
this province, make the situation more se- 
rious here than at any time. 

The outposts of the enemy are within ten 
miles of the city. The government holds 
nearly every railroad town, although most 
of these towns have been entered and par- 
tially burned down. Only by the use of 
forts are the.troops able to hold these 
towrs, and while the garrison is shut up 
behind barricades and exchanges shots with 
a portion of the invading party, other de- 
tachments search stores for arms, ammu- 
nition and other supplies and set fire to 
buildings owned by Spaniards. As a rule 
property of Cubans who sympathize with 
the rebellion, also that of Americans, is 
spared, though, in some instances, whole 
towns are given to the torch. 

Outside of the fortified towns in this pro- 
vince are many small towns, which have 
been occupied by local bands of insurgents 
for weeks. The Cubans melt away upon the 
approach of a large column of Spanish 
troops, but reappear as the Spanish leave, 

Traveling Is Tedious. 

Railroads are operated in this manner: 
As telegraph wires are down most of the 
time and there is no ,telling what is ahead 
of the train, an exploring engine with one 
armored car advances cautiously along the 
line. 

The engineer watches for missing rails 
and sawed ties, while the troops watch for 
insurgents. The rate of progress is about 
five miles an hour. The train follows close- 
ly, also with one or more armored cars, and 
a strong guard, When rails are found miss- 
ing others are laid unless there is an at- 
tack. The train to Batabano is sent out 
two days a week. Although it runs along 
the strong line across the island and has 
block houses within rifle range of each 
other, the train seldom reaches the desti- 
nation in one day. 

On the return trip, rails which have just 
been laid gre missing, and others have to 
be substituted. The western railway, into 
Pinar del Rio, has not run further than ten 
miles from this city in six weeks. No trains 
have gone to Guanajay ina month. Trains 
to Matanzas seldom get through. Nearly 
every station on the line has been destroy- 
ed. In other provinces affairs are about 
the same. The operations of the insurgents 
are directed against railroads, which are 
employed for moving government troops, 
and against planters, whose crops furnish 
Spain with the revenues of war. 

Bands of Robbers. 

Incidentally much other property fs ae- 
stroyed and people are made homeless and 
destitute. Prowling bands of robbers and 
incendiaries follow movements of both col- 
umns of both armies and commit outrages. 

The insurgents hang these men and the 
Spaniards shoot them whenever they are 
caught and convicted. Every war has its 
horrors, and this one is not exempt. The 


blame for the depredations committed does 
not all belong to the Cuban side, however. 


Spanish columns, which have been foraging 


for supplies, have been accused of wanton 
destruction in many places. 

The prospect of any kind of a sugar crop 
is less encouraging than ever. Gomez has 
apparently the power to prevent grinding, 
except on estates very close to cities, and 
where large forces are retained for defense. 
The outlook for gathering and sending off 
the tobacco crop is also not encouraging.

SPANISH ARE INSULTING. 


NAME OF AMERICA DERIDED IN 
VALENCIA. 


French Consulate Cheered and the Flat- 
tered Consul Came Out and Bowed 
His Acknowledgements. 


Madrid, March 6.—The demonstrations in 
Valencia continue today. A mob number- 
ing fully three, thousand persons paraded 
the streets shouting “Death to the yan- 
kees!”’ and in other ways showing their dis- 
approval of the attitude of the United 


States on the Cuban question. 

The mob would have made a further at- 
tack on the American consulate, but the 
government had taken steps to prevent this 
and had placed a strong guard in the 
streets adjacent to,the building and the 
rioters were thus prevented from approach- 
ing. 

The crowd proceeded to the French con- 
sulate and cheered enthusiastically for 
France, this action being due to the be- 
lief that France will assist Spain in the 
event of trouble with America. The French 
consul appeared on a balcony and bowed 
his acknowledgments. 

The reports of anti-Spanish manifesta- 
tions in the United States have added 
greatly to the excitement in the large cities 
and towns. 

Weyler Is More Conservative. 

Havana, March 6.—Captain-General Wey- 
ler has issued a circular to the various mil- 
itary commanders instructing them to ar- 
rest no more civilians for deportation ex- 
cept upon indisputable proof of their con- 
nection with the insurrection. All officers 
making arrests based upon evidence fur- 
nished by interested parties will be held to 
a strict accountability. 


MALLORY HAS BEEN RELEASED. 


United States Made the Usual Bad Job 


of Meddling. 

Tampa, Fla, March 6.—The schooner 
Mallory has been released and has already 
departed for Port Tampa. Her papers 
were legitimately drawn and the collector 
here was very much surprised and dis- 
gusted at the boat’s arrest and detention.

He said 
that J. L. Cottrell, collector'of eustoms of 
Cedar Keys, had nothing in the world to 
do with the boat and knew thing of its 
whereabouts. Finlayson is indignant, and 
it will be no surprise to see him try to 
make the United States pay for meddling. 


PREPARING FOR WAR. 


Arsenal at Cadiz Is Working at Full 
Capacity. 

Madrid, March 6.—The arsenal at Cadiz is 
being worked to its full capacity in the 
manufacture of guns and cartridges for 
artillery, etc., and the greatest activity pre- 
vails. 

The city of Barcelona is perfectly quiet. 
Meetings were held at Valloroid, Granada 
and Ovidio last night calling upon the gov- 
ernment to adopt most energetic measures.

Livingston’s Bill for a Temporary Pris- 
on Has Been' Tabled—Other Mat- 
ters of Interest in the Mouse. 


Washington, March 6.—(Special.}—This 
was a field day for the Georgia congress- 
men in the houce, Our senators had noth- 
ing to do, because the senate yesterday 
adjourned over until Monday. The house 
continued with the salary bill for federal 
ofticers and finally passed it with but few 
amendnmcnts. Judge Bartlett was the first 
Georgian to enter the arena. He persuaded 
the committee to accept two amendments— 


.one that no deputy clerk should be ap- 


pointed a United States commissioner and 
another that no United States officer 
should be appointcd a receiver by a district 
judge. 

Then Judge Bartlett offered a thirl 
amendment providing that no person re- 
lated to a judge should be appointed re- 
ceiver or should act as a master in chan- 
cery. 

This amendment was objected to by the 
committee and Judge Bartlett made an ar- 
gument in favor of it. In doing so he was 
given an opportunity to pay his respects 
to some of the acts of a district judge in 
Georgia. 

He called attention to the fact that in 
one district in Georgia the standing master 
of the United States court, who was not a 
resident of the district, was the father of 
the judge. He also stated that the same 
judge in Georgia had appointed receivers 
ad nauseum. 

His amendment was ruled out on a point 
of order. He then announced that he would 
introduce a separate bill making such pro- 
visions and he was assured by several of 
the leading republicans that they would ad- 
vocate it. They, however, objected to any 
radical amendments to this bill on the 
ground that every member wanted federal 
officials in his district provided for, 
and one amendment on this line would lead 
to many—indeed, so many that the main 
objects of the bill would be destroyed. 

Mr. Tate also took quite a conspicuous 
part in the discussion. He offered an 
amendment authorizing commissioners to 
receive pleas of guilty in revenue cases and 
providing that in all such cases the de- 
fendant should be confined in the jail 
nearest to his home. Like other important 
amendments, this was defeated. All the 
republicans voted against it and the demo- 
crats for it. 

Mr. Tate is not thoroughly satisfied with 
the bill, but thinks it is better than the 
present system. On the cther hand, Judge 
Maddox, who was a party to the drafting 
of the bill, thinks it a great reform in the 
revenue laws. 

The bill passed by almost a unanimous 
vote. Then the hcuse took up the post- 
office appropriation bill and spent the af- 
ternoon on it. This bill carries the fast 
southern mail appropriation. That part will 
come up tomorrow. Quite a fight will be 
made upon it, but as usual it will perhaps 
be. adopted. ‘ 

Fighting Atlanta’s Progress. 

The judiciary committee this morning 
practically buried Colonel Livirgston’s res- 
olution providing for a United States jail 
at Atlanta. After cunsidering the resolu- 
tion for some time it was by a majority 
vote of the committee laid upon the table 
for future consideration. 

This disposition of the resolution is the 
result of the fight which other southern 
congressmen are making upon Atlanta to 
prevent the location of the southern fed- 
eral prison in that city. 

Mr. Pearson, of North Carolina, holds 
that the establishment of a federal jail 
in Atlanta is an effort to pre-empt the claim 
of Atlanta for the location of the great 
prison. Mr. Pearson wants the prison l- 
eated in Asheville and seems determined 
that Atlanta shall not have any recognition

BLACKBURN WILL BE DEFEATED 
BY HIS OWN PARTY. 


Bolters Are Going to Carlisle and Will 
Vote for a Single Standard Candi- 
date Despite Party Caucus. 


Frankfort, Ky., March 6.—Interest in to- 
day’s joint session of the legislature ex- 
ceeded anything since the first days of 
the long and tiresome session. The nomina. 
tion of Colonel St. John Boyle by the re- — 
publicans last night and the wide split on 
the democratic side as a result of Black- 
burn’s refusal to withdraw, had created a 
belief that today might bring some sensa- - 
tional changes in the situation. 

The break to Carlisle began on the demo. 
cratci side when Senator Elliston’s name 
was called. He voted for Carlisle and was 
followed soon by Senators Holloway, Noe, 
Hallyer, Smith, Stephenson, besides Senator 
Weisinger, who had bolted all along. The 
representatives who deserted to Carlisle 
were Baird, Dougherty, Norman and Rice. 
Populists Edrington and Poor, who had 
heretofore voted for Blackburn voted today 
for Petit, populists. 

A Wild scene was created when Mr. Rob- 
bins, a Blackburn man, made a speech de- 
nouncing the perfidy of “sound money” 
men, who, he said, had sworn to stand by 
the caucus nominee. Mr. Carroll, of Louis- 
ville, challenged this statement, to which 
Mr. Robbins replied that the Louisville 


‘member had made such a promise to get 


the caucus nomination for speaker. Mr. 
Carroll denounced this as either wilfully 
false Or as a piece of misinformation. Mr. 
Speight, of Hickman, one of the original 
bolters, made a speech. Owen followed in 
a short speech going over to Carlisle. A 
great deal of confusion resulted, and it was 
with difficulty that Lieutenant Governor 
Worthington preserved order.

The only states in the above list which 
@re considered doubtful by Judge Terry 
and other silver men who have figured on 
the result, are Nebraska, West Virginia 
and Minnesota. Even, however, if these 
votes were deducted from the total the 
free coinage men would still largely control 
the convention. 

It takes two-thirds of the convention to 
mominate a president, but the platform 
is adopted by a majority vote. Therefore, 
it would seem practically certain that the 
free coinage democrats will control the 
convention. They certainly can do so if 
in each of the states above mentioned, an 
active organized contest for the control 
of the state convention is made. 

It seems, however, that in somre of the 
states which are overwhelmingly for free 
coinage the leaders are not active. Such 
is the case in Virginia for instance. Sen- 
ator Daniel has always voted for free 
coinage, but it seems that he is making no 
very active fight for the election of silver 
delegates, while on the other hand Senator 
Martin, who has recorded himself against 
free coinage in the senate ,is making an 
active fight against free coinage in the 
State. He hopes to send an anti-free coin- 
age delegation to the convention. 

The silver element in the democratic 
party is handicapped by reason of the fact 
that it has no campaign fund, while on 
the other hand the gold element have all 
the money they wish. A million dollars 
or more can and probably will be raised

FIRE AT VALDOSTA. 


SIX THOUSAND DOLLARS WORTH 
OF PROPERTY DESTROYED. 


Danger at One Time of the Destruction 
of the Town—No Insurance on the 
Burned Property. 


Valdosta, Ga, March 6.—(Special.)—The 
most destructive fire that Valdosta has 
had in three years occurred this evening 
at 5 o’clock, and for an hour or more 
it looked as if the whole of the city 
would go. 

The fire broke out in the loft of High- 
tower’s stables and before the fire de- 
partment arrived the entire building was 
covered with flames, which quickly leaped 
to A. S. Tolar’s store, then to Palin’s 
blacksmith shop and Holder’s wood repair 
shop and coffin repository. All of these 
buildings were quickly consumed. 

A high wind was blowing at the time 
of the fire and adjacent buildings were in 
imminent danger. There were three large 
stables, covering half a block, and all 
of them were within a few feet of the 
burning buildings from each side of the 
square, and these were filled with forage, 
etc. Had these buildings caught, the 
whole west side of town with some of the 
most elegant business houses would have 
gone. 

The flamfes were held in check by eight 
streams of water. Ameng the buildings 
burned was a wooden structure, Palin’s 
shop, which has stood against a score of 
fires in the past and has been on fire it- 
self probably a hundred times. The build- 
ing stood there for forty years before 
Valdosta was thought of. 

A half dozen carloads of horses were 
turned loose in the streets from the stables 
near by and their stampeding caused a 
good deal of excitement. 

Six thousand dollars will probably cover 
the loss from the fire. Tolar and High- 
tower were the greatest losers. There was 
no insurance on any of the property. 

The burned district will be rebuilt with 
brick structures and the fire will probably 
prove a blessing to the town. 


STABBED THE DETECTIVE. 


A Negro Prisoner Uses a Knife in 
Making His Escape. 

Hinesville, via McIntosh, Ga., March 6.— 
(Special.)—Henry Porter Stephens, a de- 
tective in the employ of the Plant system, 
was fearfully beaten and slashed with a 
knife in about fifteen places by a negro 
named James Sandford,alias Smith,whom he 
was bringing to jail this morning. Sand- 
ford’s right hand was handcuffed to the de- 
tective’s left, leaving the negro’s left hand 
loose. When they were in less than a 
quarter of a mile of the jail the negro, who 
is a very large and powerful man, sud- 
denly struck Stephens, which must have 
dazed him for a few seconds, when the 
negro secured a knife from Stephen’s pock- 
et and stabbed him as above stated, wound- 
ing him so severely as to be unable to offer 
resistance. The negro then secured the 
keys and unlocked the cuffs. 

He then deliberately rifled the detective’s 
pockets, carrying off an elegant gold watch 
and his pocket book. The negro tumbled 
Stephens, who was then unconscious, into 
the road and at once drove off. at a break- 
neck speed towards Savannah. 

The wounded man was carried to a phy- 
sician, who dressed his wounds. 

Sheriff Smith and a posse immediately 
started in pursuit of the negro, but up to a 
late hour nothing had been heard of the 
possee or Sandford.

He Is Charged with the Murder of 
Charles Cowan. 


THE DEAD MAN’S BROTHER 


Was the First Witness Called by the 
State—The Testimony Given in 
Yesterday in Morgan Court. 


Madison, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)}—This 
morning promptly at 8:15 o’clock Judge 
Hare rapped with his gavel and a hush fell 
upon the great throng gathered in the 
courtroom to witness the trial of John 
Nolan, charged with killing Charles Cowan 
on the night of the 15th of last February. 

Solicitor General H. G. Lewis made to 
the jury a short and concise statement of 
the state’s case and added that if the facts 
then declared by him were proved he would 
expect a verdict of guilty. 

The first witness called by the state was 
E. B. Cowan, the prosecutor and the broth- 
er of the dead man. Cowan testified that 
on the morning of February 15th John No- 
lan came in a road cart with J. K. Ruark 
to where Charles Cowan was working in the 
field a short distance from his (Cowan’s) 
home; that they remained there until din- 
ner; that Nolan and Charles Cowan threw 
heads and tails for money and neither won; 
that they went to dinner together and at 
the house threw ‘“cratkloo,’”’ and that 
Charles Cowan won three or four dollars 
from Nolan. He (the witness) did not throw 
with them. Once a dispute arose as to who 
won and Nolan got mad; that a game of 
cards was proposed and Charles Cowan 
went to Bostwick’s store to get a deck, but 
got none. A little while after 2 o’clock they 
left for Madison. He did not want them 
to use his buggy, but finally agreed for 
them to do so. He asked Nolan if he hada 
pistol and Nolan said he did not. Witness 
did meet L. V. Almand on the same after- 
noon, but did not tell him that he (the wit- 
ness) won Nolan’s money, nor that he want- 
ed to win the balance, as he had use for 
it and Nolan did not. When they left wit- 
ness Charles Cowan had $16 and Nolan had 
a ten-dollar bill. 

R. J. Hester, of Oconee county, was then 
introduced. He testified that about three 
months ago he met Nolan in the road and 
that Nolan told him he.was trying to catch 
up with Az Bostwick and Charles Cowan, 
who had his whisky, and that he would 
“eet him.”” Nolan was very drunk and 
he paid no attention to him. 

D. B. Jackson, being sworn, testified that 
he heard Nolan and Cowan talking: loudly 
in Cochran’s restaurant on the night of 
Cowan's death. Cowan came out of the 
restaurant into the bar and requested Mr. 
Cochran to go in. At another time that 
night witness heard Nolan say that he was 
bloodthirsty and was going to have blood 
before day. Nolan was drunk. 

J. M. Doster testified that he saw the 
parties together at Koger’s bar at 9 o’clock. 
That Nolan said he was going to get into

The Defense Opens. 

Colonel H. T. Lewis opened the defense 
before the jury, after which examination 
of the witnesses for the defense began. 

Mr. J. E. Whitaker, treasurer of Rock- 
dale county, was first called. He was fol- 
lowed by Messrs. A. M. Helmes, ordinary; 
W. H. M. Austin, sheriff, Arnold Whitaker 
and Henry C. Penn, all of Rockdale coun- 
ty. These gentlemen all swore that they 
had known J. A. Robertson for a long 
number of years; that his character was 
bad and they would not believe him on 
oath. One went so far as to say that Rob- 
ernson was continually trying to be sub- 
poenaed as state’s witness in cases outside 
his county for the sake of the witness 
fees. 

L. V. Almand testified that he met E. 
B. Cowan on Saturday afternoon, the 15th 
of February; that Cowan told him Charles 
Cowan and John Nolan had gone to town 
together and that morning he (E. B. Cow- 
an) had won $3.50 from Nolan and had told 
Charles not to let Nolan spend his money 
in town, for he wanted to get it all, as he 
needed it and Nolan did not.

McCUE’S STATEMENT. 


The Prisoner Describes the Christmas 
Tragedy at Fairmount. 


Calhoun, Ga, March 6.—(Special)—The 
case of the state vs. Bud McCue, charged 
with the murder of Daniel Samples, at 
Fairmount, Christmas night, was taken up 
in the superior court Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

The taking of evidence was concluded 
this evening, after which court adjourned 
until tomorrow morning; when argument 
will begin, uy. C. Harkins opening for the 
state, followed by J. W. Rankin and Watt 
Harris for the defense. 

Solicitor Fite will cluze for the state at 
the night session of the court. The gen- 
eral opinion is that the verdict will be 
either manslaughter or acquittal. 

The statement of the prisoner coincides 
withthe general line of evidence, with the 
exception that some of the witnesses testi- 
fy that Samples did not have a knife or 
weapon of any kind. The defendant’s 
statement is in part as follows: 

‘“T went to Fairmount the evening of the 
killing and went to 'Squire Mooney’s of- 
fice, While there the deceased came in 
and commenced talking about a difficulty 
with my brother. I told him that it did 
not amount to anything with Me and de- 
ceased said, “hat was all right; let's take 
a drink,’ and I told him I did not want 
anything. He said. ‘You are a d—d liar.’ 
I said, ‘That is all right if I am.’ LDe- 
ceaccd hit me in the breast and said [ was 
a coward with it. I told him I did not 
want a difficulty with him. He turned 
around and nabbed me by the throat. He 
choked me a good while before any »ne 
paid attention to him. Some one pulled him 
off of me, and about that time ‘Squire 
Mooney said: ‘Gentlemen, put them out of 
the house,’ and some one put Samples out 
and closed the door. Mooney then said: 
‘McCue, you must get cut of the house; 
you can’t have a difficulty in here.’ As I 
stepped out of doors Samples knocked me 
down. I arose I picked up a piece otf 
stove wood and struck him with it. From 
that we fought. I backed toward the 
blacksmith shop. He said, ‘You d—d ras- 
cal, I will kill you.’ 

“Of course that scared me still worse. 
I kept going back until we were separated. 
I went into the house and some one called 
me back to the door and told me that Sam- 
ples said he intended to kill me the first 
ehance he got. I sat down on a bed and 
deceased came to the door and said if it 
was not opened he would break it down. 

“Hoyle Johnson then told me that the 
deceased said he was going to kill me. 
Johnson handed me a pistol and told me 
to defend myself. Then Johnson said he 
would go out of a window and try to get 
Samiples to leave. After he went out the 
window Samples stopped kicking the door 
awhile, but commenced again directly. 
‘Squire Mooney said he would open the 
door before he would have it broken down. 
As soon as he opened the door, the deceased 
rushed to the bed where I was sitting 
and bed me by the throat. I warded 
off his hand that held the knife. He didn’t 
hit me at first with it, and I just gave him 
a shove with the pistol to one side and 
shot him and he turned off and walked 
out of the room.” 

The above statement carries the main 
points in the case. In the event McCue 
is found guilty the case against Hoyle 
Johnson as accessory will be taken up. 
Wednesday Johnson stated on the stand 
that he gave McCue his pistol and told 
him to defend himself. The case will go 
to the ,jury about 10 o’clock tomorrow 
night.

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BYRD WINS THE CASE 


Judge Gober Grants the Petition for 
Injunction Against Mr. Peeples. 


HIS DECISION MADE KNOWN 


It Is Very Probable That the Case 
Will Be Carried to the Supreme 
Court for Final Adjustment. 


The application which was filed by Mr. 
C. P. Byrd asking that Mr. Henry C. 
Peeples, recorder of the supreme court, 
be enjoined from making the contract with 
the Franklin Printing and Publishing Com- 
pany for the printing of the supreme court 
reports, was yesterday granted by Judge 
George F. Gober, of the Blue Ridge cir- 
cuit. 

Judge Lumpkin was disqualified in the 
case and an application was made before 
Judge Gober for the granting of an in- 
junction. The petition was heard several 
days ago in Marietta and Judge Gober an- 
nounced that he would reserve his opinion 
until he had an opportunity to thoroughly 
review the papers in the case and formu- 
late a judgment. Yesterday afternoon he 
announced his decision and the case will 
now probably be carried to the supreme 
court. 

When Mr. Peeples advertised for bids 
for the printing of the supreme court 
records, three printing establishments of 
the city made bids on the work. Those who 
bid were the Foote & Davies Company, 
George W. Harrison and C. P. Byrd. Of 
the three bids that of Mr. Byrd was the 
lowest and it is said he proposed to fur- 
nish a good and acceptable bond in the 


amount of $10,000. 


At this time Mr. Byrd says he was in- 
formed by Mr. Peeples that as he had the 
right to reject any and all bids, he had 
done so and would not accept any which 
had been made. The contract was then let 
to the Franklin Printing and Publishing 
Company, which did not make a competi- 
tive bill in compliance with the terms of 
the advertisement. 

The decision of Judge Gober is quite 
lengthy and he enters at length into the 
legal side of the case and quotes several 
sections of the code in setting forth his 
views. He enjoins the parties to the con- 
tract from the execution of the contract 
and states that Mr. Peeples has the right 
under the law to give notice by advertise- 
ment and award the contract with the 
consent and approval of the government as 
provided by the statute. 


Filed a Bill of Sale. 


Mr. Henry \. Beermann, the well-Known 
cigar dealer at the corner of Marietta and 
Peachtree streets, has.made an assign- 
ment in favor of his creditors. 

A number of deeds, mortgages and a bill 
of sale were placed on record in the office 
of the clerk of the superior court. The 
indebtedness, which is secured, is said to 
amount to $14,894.07, while the total indebt- 
edness is not known. 

A bill of sale, conveying to his father, 
Mr. Charles Beermann, the soda water 
fountain, all the stock of goods in the 
storeroom and all raw material and fire- 
works, has been filed. It is also stipulated

RAILROAD ARRANGEMENTS. 


A Deal Between the Central and the 
Georgia and Alabama. 
Savannah, Ga., March 6.—An agreement 
has been concluded between President H. 
M. Comer, represefiting the Central of 
Georgia railway, and President J. S. Wil- 
liams, of the Georgia and Alabama rail- 
way, which secured for the, latter, under 
perpetual lease the Lyons branch of the 
Central railroad, extending from Meldrim, 
on its main line seventeen nijiles from Sa- 
vannah, to Lyons, a distancg@,of fifty-eight 
miles, the junction with the Georgia and 

Alabama. ‘ 

The Georgia and Alabama Railway has 
also concluded a trackage agreement with 
the Central of Georgia railway for the use 
of the seventeen miles from Meldrim to 
Savannah, and has also made an arrange- 
ment for the use of the extensive terminals 
of the Central of Georgia railway at Sa- 
vannah, on a basis similar to that made 
by the Central of Georgia railway with the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroad. 
The leage and trackage and terminal con- 
tracts will take effect April 1, 1896. As a 
result of this arrangement the Georgia and 
Alabama railway avoids the construction 
of seventy-five miles from Lyons to Sa- 
vannah. This gives the Georgia and Ala- 
bama a line from Montgomery to Savannah 
seventy-five miles shorter than any other. 
It is rumored that the rental to be paid 
the Central of Georgia is between $40,000 
and $45,000 per year. 
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WARM TIMES IN ALABAMA. 


Republicans in Their Meetings Engage 
in Wrangles. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 6.—(Special.)— 
The republicans of the fourth Alabama 
district have just concluded having a moa- 
key and parrot time at Calera, where they 
held their congressional convention for the 
purpose of nominating a candidate for 
congress and two delegates to the national 
convention at St. Louis. Congressman 
Aldrich, the republican who has just been 


seated in the contest with Robbins, was 
on hand and of course he was there to 
do all that he could for Speaker Reed, and 
he tried to do journeyman’s work, but 
the McKinley boys were very much in evi- 
dence and Alahama’s new republican con- 
gressman found out that he had bitten off 
more than he could chaw, and instead of 
capturing the district for his favorite, 
Reed, the McKinley people took charge of 
affairs and selected two McKinley dele- 
gates and nominated H. A. Wiison, a pro- 
nounced McKinley man, as the candidate 
for congress frcm the fourth district. 

This was too much for Aldrich and as 
he had to make a showing he went off wits 
his followers and organized a convention 
of his own which, besides nominating him 
for congress, also selected him as one of 
the delegates to the St. Louis convention, 
and the fourth district fight will be carried 
right into the convention hall at St. Louis. 
The McKinley forces heré claim that the 
action of the McKinley mén at Calera is 
regular and that Aldrich and his fellowers 
are bolters, while the Reed men claim just 
the opposite. The failure of Aldrich to get 
the indcrsement of a renominaticn 50 500n 
after his successful contest is considered 
as a pretty bad political black eye.

The New York chamber of commerce, 
which is entirely under the control of 
the money power, has fulminated a 
resolution practically demanding that 
the people shall select delegates to the 
political conventions of the two great 
parties to be held this year, who may 
be depended on to declare in favor of 
the single gold standard.

/has been advanced which furnishes 


efforts against the democratic party and 
its candidates, as they are now in 
favor of the British gold standard. 

In their fulmination they say that 
“the time is past, if it ever exisied, for 
any halting, doubtful phrasing to ex- 
press the meaning of the political par- 
ties upon this important subject.” And 
they add this declaration of their belief 
in their power to dictate to the peo 
ple: “We must have no platform that 
can be interpreted to mean one thing 
in one part of the land and another 
thing in another part of the land.”

An Outspoken Speech. ‘ 

It is refreshing in the denseness of 
official stupidity to hear such boldly 
spoken words as those credited to Ad- 
miral Meade.

“The first shot fired in a war between 
Great Britain and this country would 
sound the death knell of the. British 
empire.” This led the speaker to the 
question of Cuba, and asking himself 
whether we should grant the Cubans 
belligerent rights, he answered it: “We 
should do more than that. We should 
inform Spain that the contest in Cuba 
was getting monotonous and must be 
stopped. If the nuisance of having 
such a squabble going on barely one 
hundred miles from our borders was 
not stopped by such notice, then we 
should mobilize our fleet and land forces 
in Cuba and promptly put an end to 
the war ourselves. Then we should 
grant to the Cubans autonomy.’ These 
statements of the admiral commanded 
uproarious.applause of ..the audience 
which he was addressing.

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THE TALE OF POLITICS. 


The Butler Herald has a strong editorial 
on the financial question in which it says: 

The Clevelandite goldbugs are in the 
habit of asserting that free silver would 
drive gold out of the country and put the 
country on a single silver sandard. 

Their first assertion—that free _ silver 
would drive gold out of the country—is 
mere opinion and not sustained by facts. 
We had free silver practically from 1879 to 
1890. That is to say, our mints co:ned about 
as much silver during that period as they 
would or could have coined if the country 
had been. given, free coinage;, and. during 
that same period, gold was not only not 
driven out of the country, but there was 
more gold brought into than was sent out 
of the country. The free silver people 
might with more justice retort that the 
single gold standard has resulted in driv- 
ing gold out of the country; for during the 
time it has prevailed the country has sent 
abroad more gold than it did during the 
three quarters of a century which elapsed 
after the establishment of our present gov- 
ernment. These are facts and they are 
worth a hundred theories and opinions 
en by selfish and greedy pluto- 
crats. ' 

But suppose free silver should put us on 
a single silver standard, it could not use 
us worse than the single gold standard has 
done. That hds paralyzed the business of 
the country, wrecked the fortunes and hap- 
piness of more than a hundred thousand 
bh end filled the country with millions 
of idle men seeking in vain for work. 
Hardly a day passes that we do not see in 
the daily papers an account of some poor 
victim of the single gold standard who has 
blown out his brains because he could not 
obtain employment and could not witness 
his loved ones asking in Vain for a crust 
of bread upon which to appease their hun- 
ger and sustain their life. 

If we turn to the silver standard countries 
of Mexico and Japan—countries not nearly 
so civilized as our own—we find their peo- 
ple -prosperous and flourishing, business 
full of life and rapidly increasing. In fact, 
so prosperous have their silver using peopie 
become that the products of their mines 
and factories are threatening to supplant 
our own products, and goldbug manufac- 
turers are clamoring for higher duties to 
protect them against the products of these 
desp'sed silver-using countries. 

The truth is that the danger with which 
we are menaced is not silver; for in every 
instance in which this country has passed 
it, it has proved a blessing to our people 
and we have not the least doubt the same 
result will again follow its free use. At 
any rate we cannot see how it could use 
us worse than the Single gold standard has 
done. Besides, if we are to be cursed with 
the gold standard as a permanent policy, 
we sincerely believe it will result in the 
destruction of our free government, but the 
wildest goldbug crank would nof insist 
that any such result would follow the free 
coinage of both gold and silver. 

The single gold standard has signally 
failed in every instance to do what its 
friends promised. Now give us the free 
coinage of both metals, for this much can 
be said in favor of such a policy—the coun- 
try has prospered under it every time it has 
been tried.

‘Dr. Nathan O. Harris is dead. The end 
came at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon. Af- 
ter many hours of suffering the hand of 


‘ ‘geath took away a pure life. 


When those at the bedside saw the genial 
man breathe his last they had witnessed 
the passing of a soul of honor—a man be- 
loved by hundreds. The sad news quickly 
spread over the city, and it caused a pall 
in the hearts of many ardent friends of the 
popular young physician and surgeon, 

Surrounded by those who loved him best— 
his aged mother, his two brothers and their 
wives, the sister of his dead wife, and 
those who had nursed and watched over 
him for two days—he met death as he had 
lived, bravely and without fear. The life 
jeft the strong man very quickly after he 
had become unconscious. He fully realized 
that the end was near, but not by word or 
sign did he express the slightest fear, fight- 
ing with remarkable powers of resistance 
the march of the grim hand of death, which 
was fast sweeping his breath away. 

Standing over the sick bed at the last 
moment were the mother of Dr. Harris, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Harris; his brothers, 
Messrs. Clem R.-and Dan Harris and their 
wives: Mrs. John H. Winder, his sister-in- 
law: Dr. Holmes and the nurses. It was 
a tear-bedimmed eye with which all watch- 
ed the end come. 

Dr. Harris began to grow worse yester- 
day morning. At noon the watchful phy- 
sicians at his side realized that there was 
no hope for him, and as the sick man 
battled for existence from that hour until 
the last, those present knew that he must 
lose before long. It was no surprise to the 
watchers, but their grief was no less sor- 
rowful. 

Dr. Harris’s death resulted from septic 
peritonitis. He was operated on for ap- 
pendicitis Wednesday night, but when the 
incision of the knife was made it was found 
that the abscess had burst, producing the 
technical disease mentioned in its most 
acute form. Their wide experience and 
knowledge of the characteristics of the dis- 
ease told the able surgeons that the pa- 
tient could not live through the ordeal. 
They knew that it was only a question o1 
a few hours at the most, and when the an- 
nouncement was made in The Constitution 
Thursday morning that Dr. Harris’s death 
Was expected, a gloom was cast upon his 
many friends and adrairers in the city and 
state. A few hoped against hope that the 
indomitable will and strength of the sick 
man would carry him through, but the at- 
tending physicians knew that no man could 
resist the power of the disease. 

His Illness Began Monday. 


Dr. Harris’s sudden illness and taking off 


kame in the nature of a great surprise. 


Less ‘than a week ago he was well and 
about, attending to his duties. His first in- 
disposition did not show itself until Mon- 
day morning. Sunday last he visited his 
patients and spent part of the day at his 
office. That night he retired feeling unwell 
but attributed the feeling to some unimpor- 
tant disorder and he expected to arise Mon- 
day morning in his usual health. Going to 
his office that morning he endeavored to 
wear off an ill feeling, but found it impos- 
sible. During the day he returned to his 
home on East Cain street and told his 
mother that he was very sick. But not the 
slightest suspicion of the dreadful pres- 
ence of his last illness was aroused in the 
mind either of himself or his mother. 
Monday night and Tuesday Dr. Holmes 
and Dr. Elkin and one or two other medi- 
cal friends of Dr. Harris called on him, but 
the nature of his trouble was not known in 
its true form until Wednesday at noon. At 
that time his condition began to grow se- 
rious, and by a diagnosis of his case by a 
number of experts it was made known 
that the young physician was suffering 
from a rapidly growing abscess near the 
appendix and that an operation would be 
necessary to save his life. Mrs. Harris and 
her son and his brothers were sent for and 
they were told of the dangerous turn of 
the case. All agreed that an operation 
Should be performed and none Was more 
anxious for it than Dr. Harris himself. He 
told his friends, the surgeons, that he was 
ready for the knife, and that he realized 
that it only would save him. 
His Last Request. 

The sick man’s relatives of course left 
the matter to Dr. Harris and his friends 
and it was decided to remove kim to 
Dr. Holmes’s sanitarium, a block away 
during the evening. Shorfly after 10 
(clock that night the sick doctor was 
Placed on a litter and carried to the oper- 
&ting room of the institution. He realized 
the great danger of the work and talked 
Over his affairs with his relatives and

The body of the dead man was 
removed from the sganitarium to the home 
of Mrs. Harris, 23 East Cain street, at 11 
o'clock last night. It will remain there 
unti! the hour of the funeral Dr. Harris 
was a member of the Episcopal church. 

Dr. Harris’s Career. 

Dr. Nathan O. Marris was a son of Colo- 
nel J. O. Harris, formerly of Cuipepper 
Court House, Va. He was about forty-five 
years old. He came to Atlanta when a 
boy, his parents making this city their 
home in 1£63. Since that time he lived and 
grew up with and into the affections of a 
large circle of friends and admirers who 
mourn his loss. His father end mother 
were of a noble Virginia ancestry and 
among the early settlers of that state. The 
father, Colonel Harris, became one of 
AUtlanta’s best known and most prominent 
citizens before his death in 1891. He was 
for many years a public officer, having 
filled the office of sheriff for some time. At 
the time of his death in his seventy-firsi 
year he was tax receiver, the place now 
held by Mr. T. M. Armistead, his successor 
in office. 

Colonel Harris and his wife, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Harr's, now living, and who was at 
the bedside of her son in his last illness, 
were blessed with three noble sons—meéen 
who have since grown to manhvod and 
won for themselves the warm and deserved 
respect of the community. Of those suns 
Dr. Harris was the eldest. Next came Mr. 
Clem R. Harris, of the firm of Harris & 
Nutting, real estate and insurance men 
on Wall street. Mr. Dan Harris, the 
youngest of the three brothers, is a special 
agent of the Insurance Company of North 
America. 


His Medical Career Begun. 


Dr. Nathan Harris began his active ca- 
reer in Atlanta when very young. He was 
first placed in school by his father short- 
ly after the war and in those sturdy times 
he was instilled with the traits of charac- 
ter which afterwards made him one of the 
mrost popular men and physicians in the 
city. He merchandised for some time after 
gaining his majority and then took up 
the study of medicine. He at first found 
it difficult, but with a persevering determi- 
nation he at last mastered the mystery 
of the science, finishing a course at the 
Southern Medical college with great honor 
to himself. He was not satisfied with his 
experience and the knowledge gained at 
that institution, however, and in his desire 
to finish his medical and surgical education 
he went to New York, where he connected 
himself with the famous Bellevue hospital, 
completing his studies and fitly preparing 
himself for the successful future which 
proved to be his when he returned to At- 
lanta. 

Death of His Young Wife. 

After a few years of hard work and 
when he had already begun to pluck the 
precious fruit of success and won for him- 
self the ardent friendship of hundreds by 
his honorable methods of work and life, 
he took to himself a wife—a noble woman, 
the daughter of Major hiufus T. Tucker, of 
North Carolina, whose hume was in fKal- 
eich. Iter name was Miss Gulu Tucker. 
After one year’s happily wecddéd life, Mrs. 
Harris died, leaving the prospercus young 
doctor alone just at the time he was win- 
ning laurel after laurel in his profession, 
It was a sad blow to him, but Dr. Ilarris 
was a man who never succumbed to 
trouble and he began his work with re- 
newed vigor after “burying the woman he 
had hoped to make happy in the conscivous- 
ness of his brilliant success. No children 
blessed the union. The marriage was sol- 
emnized in 1886. Since that time Dr. [{arris 
lived with his mother at 21 East Cain 
street. 

Dr. Harris had many distinguished rela- 
tives and ancestors. The family tree 
shows the names of many men ard women 
widely known in Virginia and other south- 
ern states. Prominent among the number 
might be mertioned Rev. W. A. Harris, 
his uncle, who, for many years, was presi- 
dent of the Virginia Female college, of 
Roanoke, Va., one of the most popular 
institutions in that state and one of the 
best of its kind in the south. Another un- 
cle, John T. Uarris, of Harrisonburg, Va., 
was for twenty years a member of congress 
from that district. 


Prominent Knight of Pythias. 

Dr. Harris was a prominent member of 
the Knights of Pythias, Atlanta lodge No. 
20. He was for some years assistant sur- 
geon on the staff of Colonel W. L. Cal- 
houn, formerly in command of the Fifth 
regiment Georgia volunteers. He held the 
place with honor and credit to himself until 
his practice grew to such an extent that 
he found it impossible to longer neglect it 
for military honors. He took a prominent 
part ‘n the Knights of Pythias order and 
was highly respected among the members 
of it. Several years ago he was elected 
city physician for the sixth ward and he 
held the office until his death, always re- 
ceiving .the unanimous vote of the electors 
in the council He always performed his 
duty faithfully and promptly and tv his 
skill and good cheer many unfortunates 
owe their lives and happiness. Dr. Harris 
had an office in the building 29% Marietta 
street.

NOT ROOM ENOUGH 


Hundreds Turned Away from the Revival 
Services Yesterday. 


MUCH INTEREST. MANIFESTED 


Quite a Large Number of Persons Ask 
for Prayer. 


TWO STRONG SERMONS BY MR. STUART 


Services Will Be Held This Morning at 
the First Baptist and This After- 
noon at Trinity. 


As a bold, fearless preacher of the gos- 
pel Rev. George Stuart, the co-worker of 
Rev. Sam Jones in his religious meetings, 
has made a deep impression on the people 
of this city, and his sermons have resulted 
in quite a large number of conversions. 

In the absence of Mr. Jones, who was 
otherwise engaged, Mr. Stuart preached at 
the First Baptist church yesterday morn- 
ing. This was the first appearance of the 
young evangelist at this church. 

Mr, Stuart also preached at Trinity tn the 
afternoon. Both sermons created a deep 
impressicn, and standing room at both was 
at a premium. Chairs were placed in the 
aisles, and after making this provision to 
accommodate the crowds, hundreds were 
turned away. 

Such a condition of things has never been 
known in this city, not even during the 
Moody meetings, when the exposition was 
at the flood tide and people were here from 
all parts of the land. 

“My text this morning,” said Mr. Stuart, 
commencing his sermoa, “is the word 
‘grow.’ All things which have life are bas- 
ed on the principle of growth. There is no 
growth, however, that is more beautiful 
than that of a young child. Everything 
that grows is troublesome. It is a care to 
look after young plants. It is a care also 
to look after young children. When I see 
my wife with the baby in her lap trying to 
keep the little one quiet, somehow I think 
that God has planted something in the bo- 
som of a woman which He did not put in 
man,” 

Mr. Stuart, in this connection, told of 
the efforts of a mother to keep her baby 
quiet on the railroad train. She never lost 
her patience and never seemed to get irri- 
tated. After all, there was nothing in the 
universe so grand and beautiful as a moth- 
er’s love. 

“Twenty-five years have come and gone,”’ 
continued Mr. Stuart, “and the little fel- 
low has grown to be a man. Alas! he has 
forgotten how that dear old mother bounced 
him on her knee, and her sacrifices have no 
power to move him. It is a terrible thing 
for a man to forget his mother. 

“T remember once,’’ said the evangelist, 
‘trying to plant a little apple tree. After I 
had finished planting it a goat came along 
and bit off the branches. I planted another 


ft one, and that was eaten up by the cows. I 


Planted still another one and managed to 
keep both the cows and the goats off. In 
a few years it was strong enough for the 
goat to climb, if he could have done Bo, 
and for the old cow to rub abainst.”’ 

Mr. Tucker went on to compare the 
growth of a tree and that of a young child 
with spiritual growth and development ifn 
the service of God. He told of a bright 
young , physician who belonged to the 
church of which he was pastor in Chatta- 
nooga, Tenn. This young physician was 
usually on hand at prayer meeting. but he 
would never take part in the services and 
refused even to read a verse from the Bi- 
ble. Finally, however, he was prevailed 
upon to do the latter, and he made the at- 
tempt with great trepidation. It was just 
the discipline he needed. On the following 
Wednesday night he stood up in the prayer 
meeting and said that if he couldn’t do any 
better he could at least make a failure for 
Christ. ‘“‘What a noble resolution that 
was!”’ said the preacher. “Any man is 
willing to make a success for Christ, but 
how few are willing to make a failure for 
Him! That young man is now one of the 
most active and useful Christian workers 
in the city of Chattanooga.” 

Mr, Stuart next told of his experience in 
distributing Bibles among the mountain- 
eers. He had been directed to the house of 
an old lady who lived far up on one of the 
slopes. He knocked at the door and she let 
him in. He asked her if she had a Bible. 
She replied that she had a piece of one and 
she brought out a few yellow leaves. She 
told him that was all she had, whereupon 
he gave her a Bible. 

‘Do you mean that I can have this to 
keep?” said she He replied that she could. 
“Hallelujah!” she exclaimed; ‘‘Hallelujah! 
I have the word of God at last.’’ 

At the close of the sermon the gospel in- 
Vitation was extended and quite a large 
number embraced the offer of salvation. 


At Trinity. 


Mr. Stuart also preached a strong sermon 
at Trinity church yesterday afternoon. He 
discussed the miracles of Christ in bring- 
ing the dead to life, and dwelt at some 
length upon the resurrection of Lazarus, 
the raising of the widow’s son and the 
restoration to life of Jairus’s daughter. He 
applied the lesson of the sermon by show- 
ing that Christ could also raise the dead 
soul and fill it with the bread of His own 
glorious existence. 

Nearly a hundred persons came forward 
at the close of the sermon to ask for 
prayer, 


Fervor Despite fhe Rain. 


Nothing daunted by the disturbing ele- 
ments and the handful of people that fill- 
ed a few of the front benches at the taber- 
nacle as a result, Sam Jones hurled his usu- 
al stock af invectives at the devil and sin- 
ners last night. The rain poured down in 
torrents and almost drowned the voice of 
the evangelist. The services were opened 
by the singing of ‘“‘Let the blessed sunshine 
in”’—a thing that would have been a desir- 
able change to the incessant downpour. 

Mr. Charlie Tillman then sang “Mother’s 
Prayer” in a most touching way. Mr. 
Jones’s theme was the great need of get- 
ting religion at once, and that people should 
get a hustle on them. 

“Before the blessed sunshine beams upon 
you again let the glorious sunshine of re- 
ligion enter your heart. The way some of 
you people seem to look at this thing seems 
to me as if you might as well have a head 
full of sawdust as brains. It is the grand- 
ets problem for your consideration that can 
be presented to you. It is a question that 
has occupied scientists, philosophers, histo- 
rians and theologians for centuries. I know 
of no business that a man cannot be a 
Christian in except the liquor business.’’ 
He here stated that it was a general idea 
that railroad men were the hardest ones to 
become converted, but that he had seen 
more men in the railroad business that had 
embraced Christianity than in any other 
profession. “I went up to my old home 
this morning on the 8 o’clock train, and 
the conductor came to me when we got to 
Marietta and said that the engineer want- 
ed to see me. I went up to the engine and 
found the engineer an old friend of mine 
who had lately become converted. He told 
me how giad he was he had embraced the 
opportunity held forth to him in salvation 
and was talking to all his friends of it. He 
said he wanted to shake hands again. Get 
a good case of religion and your fortune is 
made,’’ continued he. He then related sev- 
eral incidents where men had put their 
faith in Ged, and although out of work, al- 
ways were proviced for.

| THEY WANT THE PRESENT HOME | 


THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE, HEAD. 
ED BY MR. DAY, AT WORK. 


Two of the Three Gentlemen Consider 
a Report and Sign It—The Third 
Is Satisfied. 


When the general council meets next 
Monday week the two special committees 
on a new city hall will submit reports for 
the consideration of that body. 

The report of one of the committees has 
been completed by the two members sub- 
scribing to it and is now in the hands of 
the chairman awaiting the next regular 
meeting of council for a presentation. 

That report is the one which shows the 
result of the labors of Mr. Day, Mr. Mor- 
ris and Mr. Tolbert, and to it is attached 
the names of the two first named gentle- 
men. 

Mr. Inman, who has associated with 
him Mr. Woodward and Mr. Thomas, has 
not completed the report of that committee 
which will be presented to the next meet- 
ing of Atlanta’s legislative body. His com- 
mittee, however, had a report ready at the 
last meeting of the general council and it 
was not submitted wholly because reports 
from the two special committees were not 
called. Since then the full text of the re- 
port practically has been printed and no 
reason for a change in it has yet arisen. 
The paper has been left by Mr. Inman, 
who has gone to Florida, where the two 
gentlemen can reach it if any change is 
deemed advisable. Unless it is changed 
it will be submitted to the general. council 
as it now reads. However, the committee 
is open to any néw proposition, either for 
purchase or lease, that may be made it. 

It is even possible that Mr. Inman may 
return to Atlanta in time to be present at 
the meeting of the council. Certain it is 
that he will come if he is needed and the 
other two members of the committee will 
not hesitate to call him if he is wanted. 

The report of Mr. Day’s committee was 
written Thursday and during the day two 
members of the committee discussed it, 
but only two signed it, Mr. Tolbert declin- 
ing to attach his name to tthe paper. 

A desire to give the plan outlined in the 
report written by Mr. Day a thorough 
study, a study a matter of that magnitude 
required, was the worthy reason Mr. Tol- 
bert gave for not signing the paper. 

When the papers £0 to the general coun- 
cil there will be first under the cover the 
proposition the Chamber of Commerce, 
through President S. F. Woodson, made 
to council. That proposition has been fuliy 
presented through The Constitution. Brief- 
ly it proposes to lease to Atlanta the build- 
ing with over 30,000 square feet of floor for 
$5,500 a year for a term of three to ten 
years, the city to pay elevator and heating 
expenses. Another offer is tthe first four 
stories with 25,000 square feet, with every- 
thing supplied for $5,500. The same paper 
proposes to sell the property to the city, the 
details to be agreed upon by committees 
from the Chamber of Commerce and from 
the general council and from the city, the 
last two to be appointed by the mayor. 

The full report of the special committee 
attached to the proposition from the cham- 
ber will read: 

1. While your committee has ascertained 
that the Chamber of Commerce building 
and lot and adjacent property, and also 
other adjacent property, could be had 
for city hall purposes at fair and reasonabie 
prices, your committee conclude that the 
purchase of any site at the present time is 
impracticable, it not appearing that the 
money can be had from appropriations 
the present year with which to make a pur- 
chase for cash, and the constitution of the 
state prohibiting a purchase on time or 
credit without the submission to and ap- 
proval of a two-thirds vote of the people. 

2. That legal prohibition against the crea- 
tion of indebtedness, except on the assent 
of two-thirds of the qualified voters, would 
seem also to apply to an unreasonably 
long lease. It therefore occurs to us that 
the financial condition of the city and the 
legal questions involved. render the lease 
of property for a_ reasonable and short 
period of time, say from ‘three to five years, 
as the proper course to be pursued. 

3. Your committee present as a part of 
their report a proposition from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce wifh reference to price 
and terms of lease for the building now 
occupied in part by the city for city offices. 
From this proposition it will be seen that 
a lease of four floors of the building ex- 
cept one room can be had for the period 
of from three years to ten years at $5,500 
per anntim, wich would give the city 
much more space than now occupied, and 
increase but slightly the amount of rental 
now being paid, and this includes steam 
heat and gas and electric lights for the 
entire four floors. 


Strong and Well Constructed. 


4. This chamber of commerce building isa 
strong and well constructed building, cen- 
trally located, and just. across the street 
from the courthouse. The owners of this 
property represent the business communi- 
ty, and as the property is desirable and 
offered at a reasonable rental, your com- 
mittee see no reason for a change of loca- 
tion, as if more room is needed it can be 
provided With but slightly increased rental. 

5. Your committee regard it as greatly to 
the benefit and convenience of the public to 
have the city offices adjacent to the coun- 
ty courthouse, and as the present court- 
house property would likely be the perma- 
nent courthouse site, we do not think that 
the city offices ought. to be located many 
blocks away from it in the absence of any 
good reason shown for it. Many, and in 
fact most persons who have business at the 
courthouse, for returning and paying taxes 
to state and county, have also the same 
duty with reference to the city, and by hav- 
ing the two departments near each other a 
great saving of time results to the benefit 
and convenience of the public. 

Your committee would, therefore, rec- 
ommend that the committee’on public build- 
ings and ground and his honor, the mayor, 
be authorized and directed to execute with 
the chamber of commerce a lease for three 
or five years, as you may prefer, with the 
privilege of another term of three years, for 
the four floors of the chamber of commence 
building, with exception of the room to be 
used by the secretary of commerce, at the 
price and on the terms set forth in the 
proposition hereto attached. 


Early Action Necessary. 


7. Having had this subject under consid- 

eration, and the difficulty surrounding the 
city in the matter of selecting and purchas- 
ing a site and erecting a building for a city 
hall having been considered, we would com- 
mend to the consideration of your body the 
importance of taking early action providing 
for the creation of a sinking fund annually, 
for the next five years or more, for the 
purpose of accomplishing the purchase and 
erection of a building in the future. 
- 8 As your committee deem a purchase im- 
practicable at present, we have not consid- 
ered it as fair to owners willing to gell to 
submit their propositions as to price, but if 
you should deem it within the power of the 
city to make a purchase of property for 
city hall purposes, or to obtain options for 
the same, then in such case this duty could 
be devolved upon the committee on public 
buildings and grounds, or upon any special 
committee. 

In any event, as it has been ascertained 
that the present lease of the city 
has expired, and while hawing no 
wish to assume any jurisdiction de- 
volving wpon the committee on pub- 
lic buildings and grounds, we have 
regarded it as but proper to submit the 
propositions of lease from the chamber of 
commerce, as they come in connection with 
a discussion of the purchase of the prop- 


erty.

Confederate Veterans Meet Tonight To 
Organize Companies. 


WILL TAKE DEFINITE ACTION 


And Will Report to the Meeting To 
Be Held Next Monday Night. 
The Call Issued. 


Tonight there will be a notable meeting 
of confederate veterans at Ordinary Cal- 


houn’s office. 

The meeting will be held for the purpose 
of organizing the company, or companies, 
of confederate veterans to be formed out 
of the present organization of veterans 


now existing in Atlanta. 

The idea of the veterans has been set 
forth in The Constitution already. They 
will form one or two—if mecessary three— 
military companies to be composed entire- 
ly of confederate veterans. They will en- 
list in the state service and will form part 
of the regularly constituted military force 
of the state, subject at all times to the 
call of the governor for the defense of the 
state or of the union. 

They will form the most picturesque and 
most honored portion of the st&te’s vol- 
umeer force. Grizzled, scarred, war-worn 
veterans with years of campaign experi- 
ence, many of them with bullet and saber 
wounds on their persons, will present a 
military spectacle such as few nations 
can boast of. They will wear the gray 
which they wore during the four years of 
valiant service, and if it should come to 
pass at any time during the next few 
years that Uncle Sam should have to go 
to war with some other power no more 
devoted defenders of the flag could be 
found than they. 

The movement originated some months 
azo. It was started by some enthusiastic 
veterans and was talked over in a quiet 
way. It proved exceedingly popular and 
was finally taken up at a meeting of the 
veterans. It was unanimously decided to 
form the new companies and-a committee 
with Colonel L. P. Thomas chairman was 
appointed to take the preliminary steps 
in the matter of organization. That com- 
mittee will meet tonight at Ordinary Cal- 
houn’s Office, having been called together 
by the chairman. A report to be made 
at the meeting of the veterans to be held 
next Monday night will be prepared. They 
will decide on the number of companies 
to be formed and as to the sort of uni- 
forms to be adopted. They will make a 
full report Monday night and at that time 
the plan of permanent organization will 
be agreed upon. Committees will be named 
to take up the matter of enlistment and 
to take the promer legal steps to get into 
the state’s servica 

It is the purpose of the veterans to get 
thoroughly organized and uniformed be- 
fore the confederate veterans reunion in 
Richmond, Va., in June. 

Following is the call for the meeting to- 
night: 

“The committee on uniform and organi- 
zation of companies of the Atlanta camp 
United Confederate Veterans is requested 
to meet at the ordinary’s office, in the 
courthouse this (Saturday) evening at 7:30 
o’clock. The purpose of the meeting is to 
make preparations for the trip to Rich- 
mond on June 30th to attend the reunion 
of the United Confederate Veterans of the 
South. All veterans, whether of the com- 
mittee or not, are invited to attend.

A DECISION TODAY. 


DUNCAN’S FATE WILL BE KNOWN 
THIS AFTERNOON. 


Several Additional Affidavits Were 
Presented Yesterday and a Long 
Conference Was Held. 


The fate of Adolphus Duncan will be an- 
nounced this afternoon by Governor Atkin- 
son. 

This decision will not be an off-hand opin- 
ion, as it has been said that the governor 
has exhausted every source of information 
in regard to the charges of the prisoner 
and has reviewed the lengthy papers sev- 
eral times. He has been giving much time 
and attention to the case, and has delayed 
in the matter because he wished to have a 
conference with all parties concerned. 

Yesterday several affidavits were present- 
ed him for his consideration. These affida- 
dits were signed by parties who have fol- 
lowed the case from its inception and have 
watched the different trials and listened to 
the evidence. 

A petition for pardon signed by the sher- 
iff, the clerk of the superior court, many 
city officials and other prominent citizens, 
was placed in the hands of Governor At- 
kinson yesterday afternoon. Many letters 
were received during the day from parties 
in various portions of the state, and it is 
evident from the growth of the mail that is 
left on the governor’s desk that many have 
manifested an interest in the fate of the 
negro. 

Governor Atkinson will leave the city this 
afternoon for Washington, but he will first 
decide what will be done in Duncan’s case. 
He has an appointment with several par- 
ties this morning and has consented to 
withhold his decision until noon in order to 
give a communication, which has been sent, 
sufficient time to reach Atlanta on the 
noon mail trains.

New York, March 6.—Overconfidence on 
the part of bears caused the advance to- 
day, for they had oversold the market, not 
only here, but abroad. In answer to the 
decline here yesterday Liverpool advanced 
and sent large buying orders to this mar- 
ket. Private Manchester’ advices were 
more favorable, receipts were quite mod- 
erate and prices are considered low enough 
for the present. It is considered low enough 
as discounting something that nobody real- 
ly knows anything about, and that is the 
size of the next acreage, to say nothing of 
the magnitude of the next crop, so prices 
advanced 7 to 8 points here, largely on cov- 
ering of shorts, though there was also 
some new buying and the close was steady. 
Before the end, however, there was some 
realizing, which cut down the net im- 
improvement to 6 or 7 points on this crop 
and 4 to 5 on the next; total sales 209,300 
bales. New Orleans advanced 8 to $9 points. 
Liverpool declined 1-32d on spot, with sales 
of 10,000 bales. Futures there advanced 24% 
points on this crop and % to 1 on the next. 
Part of the advance on this crop was af- 
terwards lost. Interior receipts for the 
week are estimated at 33,000,-against 33,715 
last week and 69,927 last year. Interior 
stocks are expected to lose 20,000 bales for 
the week. Politics seem to be calmer and 
had no influence on the market today. The 
quantity brought into sight is estimated 
at 88,000, against 145,000 last year. In Man- 
chester yarns were weak and cloths quiet 
and dull. The Liverpool sales for the week 
were 63,000, including 57,800 American, 
against 62,000 last week, including 54,000 
American, against 67,000 last year, of which 
55,000 were American. Total stock, 1,148,000, 
including 962,000 American, against 1,150,000, 
of which 940,000 were American and 1,860,000 
last year, including 1,173,000 American. Port 
receipts today were 12,374 bales, including 
“‘various,’’ against 18,241 last week and 14,- 
489 last year. Total for the week, 80,853, 
against 94,303 last week and 118,118 last year. 
Houston expects tomorrow 800, against 1,964 
last year. New Orleans expects 3,000 to 
3,000, against 7,739 last week, 7,788 last year 
and 3,521 and 1,894. Spots here were quiet 
and unchanged, with sales of 272 for spin- 
ning. Wilmington declined %c and Mobile, 
Charleston and Norfolk 1-l6c and Augusta 
partially 1-lfc. There is a feeling here that 
the recent decline in prices was overdone, 
inasmuch as it was based for the most part 
on the mere assumption that the next crop 
is going to be an enormous one, whereas 
all the chances and dangers of a long sea- 
son lie between planting and gathering. 
Gears were nervous, and it would not be 
surprising to see a further rally either to- 
morrow or early next week.

THE CHICAGO MAREET. 


The Inactivity Relieved by 4 Brisk 
Trade and a Slump in Prices. 
Chicago, March 6.—Up to the last few 
minutes of the session today the wheat 
market was a repetition of that of yester- 
day for dullness, but the final moments 
were enlivened by some brisk trading and 
a slump in prices which at least had the 
merit of relieving the inactivity. The sell- 
ing which caused the break was parti- 
c‘pated in by several large commission 
houses, and it was supposed that the prin- 
cipal in the transactions was one of the 
alleged strong holders of wheat who had 
grown weary of waiting for the promised 
boom. The morning trade was at prices 
ranging around the puts, and those privi- 
leges furnished the support for a long 
time. The basis for the easier tone pre- 
vailing at the opening was the unsatis- 
factory tenor of Liverpool cables and the 
fine weather. A moderate quantity of 
wheat was worked for shipment south 
and southwest and served to steady prices 
for a while, but it was lost sight of in the 
demoralization that was afterwards. seen. 
May wheat opened from 66% to 66%c, de- 
clined to 65%c, where it closed, 1%c under 
yesterday. Cash wheat was steady, clos- 

ing nominally lower with the futures. 

Corn began well and did not end so dis. 
astrously as wheat. "he weakness of 
the leading grain was, however, the fac- 
tor which rendered prices easier in tone. 
The market opened with a gain of «ec 
over yesterday’s close, but the strength 
was not lasting, and recessions followed 
later In the day. May corn opened at 
s03ac. declined to and closed at 30%@30\4c, 
a shade under yesterday. Corn for cash 
was steady. 

Oats—The heaviness which was preva- 
lent in the other markets did not exempt 
oats, a moderate decline taking place en- 
tirely from sympathy with wheat and 
corn. May oats closed 4@4c under yester- 
day. Cash oats were firm and \c higher, 
but closed with the advance lost. 

Provisions were entirely neglected except 
for a short period at the opening and just 
previous to the close. Hogs were weaker 
this morning, which fact and the general 
air of depression in the surroundings on 
the floor were instrumental in depreciating 
product values. May pork closed 10@12%c 
lower, May lard 2%@5c lower and May 
ribs 5c lower.

Chicago, March 6,—The feeling today 
has been decidedly bearish. The only buy- 
ing of note was by New York parties, the 
same as yesterday, which, as long as it 
lasted, held prices steady. There was little 
doing by outsiders and not very much by 
local traders, but the’ general disposition 
of floor operators: Was to sell. During 
the last half-hour the market became very 
heavy and closes with very little encour- 
agement to holders.

The dis- 
appearance of the cald wave and warm, 
Soring-like weather had tts effect, in 
fact, there was nothing at all encouraging 
in the news to holders with the exception 
pernaps of a fair cash demand and re- 
pomted export taking. hese, however, 
failed tO create any bu¥idg of importance 
and ‘the result was as above stated. 

Corn opened steady on prospects of wet 
weather and sniPhtl}’snialler receipts than 
estimated, but weakened in sympathy with 
wheat; also on large estimates for tomor- 
row and small clearances. Local traders 
were best sellers. 

Oats held steady around 21¢. There is 
reported a good cash demand from the 
east for export, said to be on account of 
the remarkably low ocean rates.

Here they 
were singing and holding services prepara- 
tory to making their flight. ‘Ihe crowd that 
collected on the sidewalks was immense. 
The police made a raid. A number of the 
Onlookers were caught. The believers es- 
caped. 

The trial of this squad was held yesterday 
afternoon before Judge Andy Calhoun. 


When They Flew Away. 

Anticipating the raid of the police the ne- 
groes decided to leave Atlanta during the 
night. Before daybreak yesterday morning 
they assembled and started on their pil- 
grimage.* When the rest of the inhabitants 
awoke, the houses where they had lived 
were vacated and no trace of the “true be- 
lievers’’ could be found, All manner of ru- 
mors were afloat in the netghborhood. 
Those who had stoutly refused to believe 
the doctrine looked on in amazement at 
the empty houses, 

It was the general impression for the 
time that the negroes had really floated 
away to the skies. The news spread about 
the city. 

“Hunny, I tells you dem niggers sho’ 
is bin swep’ fum de yearth,” said an old 
negro, addressing the crowd. “I’se bin 
tellin’ yer to watch ‘dem fo’ks. Dey done 
fone same eZ a sperit, an’ dey restin’ up 
dar now, whar dey ain’t no more trouble.” 

The rest of the crowd for the time were 
of the same cpinion, but after a time it be- 
came Known that the negroes had been 
seen near Grant park, and ihat they ex- 
pected to make the ascension from that 
place. 

Some of the more credulous ‘tarkics stlIll 
believe that the faithful have been jerked 
up on high. 

Waiting for the Call. 

Daylight yesterday found those who ex- 
pected to rise assembled in ¢he woods sev- 
eral miles from the city. Here they hud- 
Cled together, eagerly expecting each min- 
ute to be suddenly transformed into ra- 
diant beings. Now and then some of the 
women would stretch out their arms as if 
trying to fly, but they reached up in vain. 

Instead of floating away airily into space 
they still held fast to earth. By this time 
they had hoped to have dropped the black 
hue and assumed the effuigence of a heav- 
enly body, but the ebony color remained, 
tnd the blackness would not fade. 

L.. Embry, a reputable colored man, gave 
last night the story of their flight and pil- 
£) image, 

“Some of the sanctified men and women 
rented from me,’’ he said. “I have been 
working among them for some time trying 
to convert them from their way of think- 
ing and teach them what was right, but 
they would not listen to me. I think that 
some of them must be crazy. I could do 
nothing with them. Yesterday morning i 
went down to collect rent from some of 
them and found that they had gone. Then 
I learned that during the night they had 
made their way to Grant park and were 
holding services. As soon as ft could { went 
out in that direction but i could find no 
trace of them until I struck the McDon- 
ough road.- Here 1 learned that they had 
passed some time before. I heard that 
there were a number of women. There was 
an old man walking with a crutch. Some 
of the people had taken their children and 
others had left them behind. They were 
all singing and praying. Out there in the 
woods somewhere they held meetings and 
they still hoped to fly. Down in Thomas- 
ville | learned that they had passed some 
I don’t know that they had 
any fixed point in view. ‘At’ Thomasville 
the negroes were excited and alarmed. I 
Suppose that some of them must have 
joined the band. From the last I heard of 
them they still expected to fly away.”’ 

Henry Beatie, who is connected with the 
police station, tells of the departure of the 
negroes, 

“They must have gone some time in the 
night,’’ he said. ‘1 lived near some of them 
who believed in the doctrine. Yesiterday 
morning when I woke up all of them were 
gone. Their houses were empty and some 
of them had left their children belrind. 
Where they have gone I can’t find out, but 
they expected to get near Grant park and 
be taken up there. It was the most ex- 
cited set of negroes that 1 ever saw. Some 
of them were almost crazy. I don’t know 
what will become of them, but something 
ought to be done for them. I expect they 
will get out there in the woods an4 starve.’’ 

The cclored people all over the city are ex- 
cited over the departure of the men. They 
have taken the liveliest interest in the case. 

It was said yesterday that those who ad- 
hered to the belief in DeKalb had taken 
a trip to Stone Mountain and were waiting 
there to be translated. 

Judge Andy and the Faithless. 

A sea of black faces greeted dge Cal- 
houn yesterday afternoon when he entered 
his courtroom. The trial of those who had 
been arrested for interfering with the as- 
eensionists was to come. Never before had 
such a crowd been packed in the room of 
the recorder. It seemed that every darky 
in Atlanta had appeared there at one time. 
They hung upon the walls, crowded in the 
corridors, pushed against the railing and 
surged forward in eagerness to hear what 
was going on. It was impossible for all 
those who came to find admittance. 

Chief Connolly led the way to the court- 
room just before 2:30 o’clock and Judge Cal- 
houn followed im the wake. 

“This is the largest crowd-I have ever 
seen in the room,’’ said Judge Andy, cast- 
ing a glance over the collection of kinky 
heads. ‘‘These people are evidently inter- 
ested in the fate of the prisoners.”’ 


Out for Trial. 


When the names of the negroes were call- 
ed fourteen ambled from the room set 
aside for the prisoners and took their place 
before the stand of the recorder. It was 
a strange fact, however, that none of them 
were of the ascensionists’ doctrine. They 
were merely onlookers and had been ar- 
rested by the police for blocking the side- 
walks on East Fair street. ‘ 

Pete Riley was a cross-eyed specimen. 

“What were vou doing on Fair street?” 
asked Judge Calhoun. 

“Jedge, I tells you de truf. I wuz jes luk- 
in’ on at dem fly’wav folks. I hearn tell 
dat dey wuz gwine up yonder, an’ I want 
to see dem ’fo’ dey leab. I wuzn’t doin 
nufin’ ‘ceptin’ stan’in’ dar whar dey wuz 
meetin’, dat’s all.”’ 

“J’m Er Sinner.” 


John Speers, a somnolent type of the ge- 
nus darky, walked out. He wanted to prove 
to Judge Calhoun that he had no connec- 
tion with the faith. =f

dar. I wuz lookin’ at dem fly’way fo’ks. 

“Are you a believer?’ Judge Calhoun 
asked. 

“Dat I ain't, jedge, I’se a sinner. I’se de 
sinner what's in Atlanta. I 
tol’ dem perlice las’ night dat I wuz de 
mos’ outdacious sinner wat dey knows. 
1 hain’t got none er dis here ’ligion what 
dem folks talks "bout.

Two Applications for Telephone Char- 
ters Have Been Filed in the 
Clerk’s Office.

The Atlanta Telephone Company filed an 
application yesterday morning for a char- 
ter for the conduct of a telephone busi- 
ness in Atlanta. 

The capital stock of the new company 
is placed at $250,000 with a privilege of 
raising this amount to one-half a million 
dollars. The filing of the charter is made 
with a view to erecting a telephone ex- 
change and the stringing and laying of 
telephone wires throughout the city and 
the connecting of outside towns and vil- 
lages with Atlanta. 

The new company is composed of Mr. 
J. M. Blakely, of Michigan; Mr. Simon 
saer, lately of Ciné¢innati; but now presi- 
dent of the Douglasville cotton mills; Mr. 
Joe S. James, Mr. George L. Bell, Mr. 
Luther Z. Rosser, Mr. O. C. Fuller, Mr. 
W. C. Garter, Mr. T. W. Latham, Mr. 
W. L. Peel, Mr. B. M. Blackburn, Mr. 
Paul Trammell, Dr. John W. Nelms and 
Mr. E. H. Thornton. These gentlemen ask 
for a charter tor a term of twenty years 
with the rignt of renewal at the expiration 
of that time. 

By the provisions of the application for 
charter, it is not necessary for the stock 
to be paid for in cash, and property notes 
and other good collaterals will be accepted 
for the subscription to the stock. It is the 
object of the company to erect a central 
telephone exchange and put in operation 
a complete and practical system of tele- 
phone connections. The principal office of 
the company is to be in Fulton county, 
but the right is also asked for the estab- 
lishment of branch central offices at any 
place where a line is to run in the future. 


Another Telephone Charter. 


The second application for telephone 
privileges was filed in Clerk Tanner's office 
at the same time and this company is com- 
posed of several who are also members of 
the Atlanta Telephone Company. 

The second petition asks for the incor- 
poration of the Georgia and Florida Tele- 
phone Construction Company with a capi- 
tal stock of a million and a half dollars. 
The object oi this company is to buy and 
sell telephone stocks of all kinds: to rur- 
chase and hold or sell telephone exchanges 
and do a general business in handling tele- 
phone securities and stocks. 

This company is composed of J. ™. 
Blakely, Joe S. James, George L. Bell and 
Luther Z. Rosser. Both petitions were 
filed by Attorneys Rosser & Carter and 
James & Bell, who represent the peti- 
tioners. 


Sues for His Arm. 

Levi Copeland has brought suit through 
his attorney, Thomas R. R. Cobb, for the 
breaking of his arm. He places his dam- 
ages at $2,000 and asks that the court 
grant him his prayer. 

The petition, which was filed yesterday, 
alleges that he was in the employ of the 
Standard Ice Company and was aiding in 
the movement of a heavy piece of steel. 

e steel Was exceedingly heavy and re- 
quired the combined strength of several 
men. With a sudden jerk, Levi claims, the 
steel was rolled upon his -arm, crushing 
the bone and badly lacerating the flesh. 
He states that he was in a perilous posi- 
tions but that he was told by the superin- 
tendent or engineer to do as he did. He 
believes that the company should make 
good all that he has paid for medical at- 
tention and- should also pay him liberally 
besides.

CLAYTON SUPERIOR COURT. 


Judge Candler Has Finished the Civil 

Docket—Criminal Docket Monday. 

The Clayton county superior court gen- 
erally lasts two weeks, but Judge Candler 
has inaugurated a court with wheels that 
turn fast. In DeKalb last week he short- 
ened the time in which Judge Clark always 
held that court, and in Clayton also he 
will get through with the business in 
much less time than formerly. The new 
judge convened court at Jonesboro last 
Monday and went back to all the cases on 
the docket back to '9, and by early yester- 
day morning he had finished with the 
civil docket. 

Yesterday morning he adjourned court 
until Monday morning, when the criminal 
docket will be taken up. The first case 
on the criminal docket is the case of the 
state vs. Ivy Brooks, a negro, charged 
with the murder and decapitation of 
another negro near Riverdale, in Clayton 
county. Besides this case a large number 
of misdemeanor cases will come up for 
trial. There are fourteen in the county jail 
awaiting trial on various charges. The 
grand jury has been at work all during 
the week and has found about twenty 
indictments. 

Among the civil cases tried this week 
was the case of J. C. Eubanks vs. S. E. 
George, a damage suit for $5,000. Eubanks 
claimed that George had said he belonged 
to a horse-thieving stock. The jury in 
this case found for:-the plaintiff in the sum 
of $10. 

Another case was that of Mr. G. D. 
Stewart vs. Colonel W. L. Watterson, a 
suit for $500. This suit grew out of the 
failure of Mr. J. N. Kelly, a prominent 
merchant of Jonesboro, a few years ago. 

Mr. G. D. Stewart was appointed re- 
ceiver of Kelly’s stock and his suit against 
»~Colonel Watterson was to recover $590. 
The jury found in favor of the defendant. 

There were three damage suits in which 
Judge Candler was disqualified, he having 
represented the defendants last term, and 
they will be tried on the first day of the 
September term this year by Colonel E. J. 
Reagan, of McDonough, who was made 
judge pro hac vice.

The Purchasers of the Marietta and 
North Georgia Railroad Get Behind. 
FURTHER INDULGENCE REFUSED 


Ninety Days Has Expired Since the 
Sale of the Property. 


WEW SALE OF THE ROAD MAY BE ORDERED 


And the Cash Payment of $92,500 
May Be Forfeited by the 
Purchasers. 


Captain R. J. Lowry, one of the com- 
missioners appointed by Judge Newman 
to conduct the sale of the Marietia and 
Worth Georgia railroad, leoked in vain 
yesterday for a big fat check from the 
purshasers of this extensive property, and 
failing to receive the mfoney he retired to 
bed a disappointed commissioner. 

At a iate hour last night Captain Lowry 
was called up over the telephone. 

“J have not received the check yet,” said 

the genial banker, “‘and I fear the chances 
Yor getting it are rather siim.” 
. The check which failed to make its 
appearance was expected by Captain 
Lowry. in accordance with the terms of 
the sale, to cover a payment of $157,000 
due from the Atlanta, Kooxville and 
Worthern Construction Company, the pur- 
chasers of the road. 

This property was put upon the block 

December and exposed for sale to 
: the of 


property, held by northern syndicates. 
These mortgages were given to the Cen- 
trai Trust Company, of New York, to 
secure bonds for $3,471,000, and to the 
Boston Trust Company to secure a debt of 


After due and legal notice of the intended 
gale had been given, the property was put 
pon the block by Captain Lowry and sold 
@o the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern 
Construction Company, the highest bona 
fide bid having been made by that com- 
pany. 

The consideration of this purchase was 
$956,000. 

In accordance with the terms provided 
in the decree of Judge Newrran the sum 
of 392,500 was required as a cash payment. 
This requirement was promptly met and a 
legal receipt for the payment was given 
by the commissioner. 

According to the stipulations of the sale 
it was furthermore provided that the 
second instaliment of the purchase money 
should be due and payable at the expira- 
tion of sixty days. 

Before this time was up, however, the 
purchasers of the road, through their at- 
torneys, Messrs. Alex and Victor Smith, 
asked that further indulgence be allowed 
them for raising the money, ascribing their 
inability to meet the obligations of tht 
purchase to the stringency of the times. 
In view of these circumstances and by 
virtue of a good showing mrade to the 
satisfaction of the court, Judge Newman 
ranted the indulgence as prayed for and 
fixed the limit at thirty days additional. 

In the meantime the purchasers have 
made a herculean effort to raise the re- 
quired sum of money. . 

At the time the bid was made by the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern Construc- 
ition Company last December negotiations 
had been made with the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company, by which it was expect- 
ed to raise the purchase money. After 
@dvancing the first payment, however, the 
Knickerbocker Trust Company became dis- 
Satisfied and refused to advance other 
GSunts withoug additional security. By 
Feason of this embarrassment the com- 
pany has failed to make its second pay- 
ment. 

Day before yesterday Mr. Alex Smith 
made formal application to Judge Newman, 
On behalf of his clients, asking for further 
time. In justice to other parties interested 
Judge Newman could not see his way 
clear to favor the purchasers, beyond the 
indulgence which he had already shown, 
and for that reason the application was 
denied. 

In his decree providing for the sale of 
the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, 
Judge Newman stipulated that the cash 
payment of $92,500 would be forfeited if 
Zhe purchasers failed to discharge their 
@bligations in meeting each subsequent 
payment promptly.. Ten days, however, 
will have to elapse, under the terms of the 


decree, before this amount can be for- 
feited.

IT INTERESTS ALL. 


Much Gossip About President Samuel 
Spencer and the B. and 0. 
Much interest is being taken in the 
south in the gossip connecting President 
Gamuel Spencer, of the Gouthern, with the 
Baltimore and Ohio reorganization. That 
Mr. J. P. Morgan is to finance the Baiti- 
more and Ohio is accepted as a settled 
fact and it is stated that the papers have 
been signed. The most natural thing in 
the workd would be for Mr. Spencer to 
step in and give his advice in the general 
direction of affairs. He was president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio once and made a 

good president. 
Judge Cowen, the present president and 
one of the receivers, was then general 


counsel for the company. Mr. Spencer 
and Judge Cowen are no strangers to 
each other. Judge Cowen is an able cor- 
poration attorney and is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the affairs of his company. 

The policy of the men who control the 
leading raikway lines of the south seems 
to be to consolidate as far as possible. 
The Southern and the Baltimore and Ohio, 
if united, would make a powerful sys- 
tem The Southern is the larger of the 
two considerably and is growing all the 
time; that is, it appears to be acquiring 
new lines or moving to acquire them. 

Last year some of the greatest railway 
managers in America met in New York 
and discussed consolidation as & matter 
of policy, it being argued that if the 
number of systems could be reduced by 
the strong lines absorbing the weak ones 
rates could be maintained, cutting dis- 
pensed with and millions of dollars could 
be saved every year. Mr. Spencer, it is 
said, was at that meeting and predicted 
that a time would come when the raiiway 
companies would not vary from their 
regular rates. Railway managers in this 
cogntry agree that the only way to insure 
stability of rates is to enlarge the systems 
by scooping the demoralizers. This gen- 
eral policy of consolidation adds to the 
other causes which would make the 
Southern and the Baltimore and Ohiv allies 
if not members of the same family. KHivery- 
body appears to think that Mr. Spencer 
would approve a close alliance. The 
Southern now works with the Penngylva- 
nia from Washington north. But if it has 
its own limes to Philadelphia and another 
member of the same traffic family there 
to connect with from New York the Penn- 
sylvania might be discarded. 

Frank Harriott Resigns. 

Frank Harriott, general freight traffic 
manager of the Baltimore and Ohio, has 
resigned to go to the Erie as general traf- 
fic manager. ‘This is not surprising in view 
of the fact that Oscar Murray went from 
Ahe Big Four to the Baltimore and Ohio 
as vice president in charge of the traffic 
and has since been appointed one of the 
receivers. The Baltimore and Ohio loses 
a good traffic man in Frank Harriott. He 
has been with the company about ail his 
railroad life. He went to Baltimore to be 
general freight agent in 1884, just about 
a year before Mr.. Dunham, now of the 
Plant system, went there to be general 
manager. 

A shake-up is looked for in the Erie’s 
traffic department. ‘More resignations will 
come on the Baltimore and Ohio. 

Battleship Coming. 

General Freight and Passenger Agent 
R. H. Wright, of the Port Royal and Au- 
gusta, came up yesterday to boom the 
excursion business to Port Royal. next 
Thursday, when the battleship Indiana is 
to be placed in the dry dock. That at Port 
Royal is the largest dry dock in this 
country and the only one in which the 
Indiana can be placed. The ship is a 
monster and it is worth the trip to Port 
Royal to see the vessel which cost more 
than $3,000,000. The indiana was expected 
to be in the harbor tomorrow, but a tele- 
gram was received vesterday stating that 
she will not arrivé until Monday. 

An excursion will come down from In- 
diana to wee tthe ship. Special rates are 
being advertised from Atlanta, although 
no application has been made for a rate 
for the local travel, report says. A rate 
was named by the commissioner for the 
through travel, but not for any excursions 
which may be run from the lower end of 
the line. 


Railway Notes. 


Mr. D. Cardwell, division freight agent 
of the Southern at Columbia, 8S. C., was 
here yesterday. 

Yesterday The Constitution published 
the Southern’s January earnings, which 
show a fine increase over the correspond- 
ing month of last year. It is worth men- 
tioning that the passenger earnings in 
this territory show a considerable gain 
over . last vear. And this despite the 
fact that Florida business this year has 
been exceedingly light. 

W. H. Garner was here yesterday to 
take charge as local agent of the South- 
ern, succeeding C. C. Martin, resigned. 

The speech which General Passenger 
Agent Daniels, of the New York Central, 
made before the Ohio legislature against 
the 2-cent fares is being widely distribut- 
ed. It is an interesting contribution to 
the literature against cheap transporta- 
tion. In Kansas the experiment of 2 
cents a mile has been made and it has 
caused the discontinuance of many a train. 
In the long run the public suffers. 

J. M. Means, traveling passenger agent 
of the Southern at Houston, Tex., and P. 
S. Gilman, traveling passenger agent at 
Chicago, have resigned and their offices 
have been closed. Both men stood well 
with the company, but their positions 
were abolished to save expenses. 

The Burlington has discontinued its fa- 
mous Katy Flyer which it used on its 
main line. 

The single driver locomotive which the 
Raldwin works built for the Philadelphia 
and Reading road is handling a fast train 
so satisfactorily that a duplicate has been 
ordered. The driving wheels on the en- 
gine are 84% inches in diameter. 

Colonel E. P. Pope, western passenger 
agent of the Chesapeake and Ohio, has 
designed a special form of .-round-trip 
ticket which he asserts cannot be scalped 
and will afford additional protection to 
railways and passengers. 

The Brooks locomotive works is building 
for one of ‘the divisions of the New York 
Central system a mastodon type engine, 
to weigh, exclusive of the tefhder, 166,000 
pounds. It will have cylinders 21x26 
inches. 

Cc. J. Pinkney, an engineer on the Lake 


'Ghore, has devised a useful self-regulating 


oil cup, which is being tested on the 
Lake Shore with satisfactory results. A 
loose glass ball is placed in the cup and 
the feel is regulated by the shaking cf 
the ball by the motion of the engine. 
When the train stops the feed is entirely 
cut off. 

The western transcontinental roads have 
agreed to cancel the rates and arrange- 
ments previously agreed to for the meet- 
ing of the Paptist anniversaries in Port- 
land Ore. The Paptists have about ¢ton- 
cluded that they will not go to Portland 
this year, anyhow, so the cancellation of 
the rates and arrangements cuts little 
figure with them.

THE WATER BOARD MEETS. 
The Board of Water Commissioners 
Get Together. 

The water board convened in adjourned 

session yesterday. 

The full board was present and important 
work pertaining to the force of engineers 
at the pumping stations and to the bet- 
ter equipment of the service in the way of 
acquiring a better and more satisfactory 
meter and a more acceptible valve and 
other connections was disposed of. 

For some time past the membership of 
the board has shown a desire to increase 
the force of engineers under the con- 
trol of Captain Travis, the chief engineer, 
but who, like Captain Travis, are under 
the supervision of Superintendent Wood- 
ward, but the increase has been out of the 
question on account of the money appro- 
priation to the department. However, the 
board took up the matter during the ses- 
sion and started it by reducing the salary 
of Chief Engineer Travis from $2,000 to 
$1,800 a year. Captain Travis knew that 
the step was contemplated and gave his 
consent, realizing that the reduction meant 
another assistant for him and that that 
additional assistant meant a better service 
by him for the people of Atlanta. 

The salary of the chief engineer reduced, 
the board provided for another assistant 
engineer and fixed the salary at $90 a 
year. Mr. Warren Collier was elected to 
the position. The board then adopted a 
resolution giving Captain Travis complete 
and absolute charge of both pumping sta- 
tions and of all the employes at both 
plants. 

The Rensselaer’ valve, 
York, was presented by the committee of 
the board as the best valve sent the At- 
lanta system and the report of the com- 
mittee was adopted. The special commit- 
tee on pipes submitted a report and asked 
for further time, which was granted.

A NEW CREMATORY 


Dr. Alexander and Mr. Thomas..Outline 
Their Plans. 


IT WILL SAVE TIME AND MONEY 


These Gentlemen Want a Centrally Lo- 
cated Crematory for the Destruc- 
tion of Garbage. 


A crematory located in the center of 
the city is being strongly advocated by 
Dr. James F. Alexander, president of the 
board of health, and Councilman L. P. 
Thomas, chairman of the city sanitary 
committee. 

They urge the erection of such a crema- 
tory as a matter eof convenience and econ- 
omy. The crematory which they want put 
tp will be used only for the cremation 
of street garbage such as is now carried 
out on trash wagons to the crematory 
beyond the city limits. No night soil will 
be disposed of at this new crematory, and 
as stated, only such trash as accumulates 
on the streets and in the places of business 
and is placed in barrels and boxes to be 
hauled off by the trash carts will be 
cremated in it. 

It will be a great. saving in the matter 
of expense. At present the trash carts 
are driven several miles to the crematory 
and return, and cannot make exceeding 
three trips a day. No objection, the gen- 
tlemen say, can be urged to the erection 
of a crematory in the central part of the 
city. There is nothing offensive in the 
way of odors about it and it is not ex- 
pected that any objection will be raised. 

Dr. Alexander and Councilman Thomas 
furnish the following card showing what 
a saving the new crematory would be to 
the city: 

“With a crematory in the center of the 
city the sanitary department can reduce 
their hauling force one-half. They now 
run fifty-two carts and twenty-one wagons 
for hauling garbage. 

“The running expense for each cart per 
day is 8 cents. With a center crematory 
they can do away with twenty-six carts, 
which would be a saving of $22.10 a day. 

“Then there are twenty-one two-horse 
garbage wagons, ten of which can be dis- 
pensed with. The running expense of a 
garbage wagon is $2.55 a day. Ten wagons 
off will save $25.50 a day. 

“Saved from hauling expense $47.60 a 
day. With 313 working days in a year, 
that would be a saving of $14,898.80 a year. 

“Now, this will leave them with forty- 
six head of stock to dispese of. Say they 
average $75 a head, which would give 
$3,420 more to add to the $14,898.80, making 
it $18,308.80. 

Put the twenty-six carts and _ ten 
wagons on the market and they will 
realize from the sale about $15 each for 
the carts—$390: and about $30 each for the 
wagons, another $300, giving $690 more 
to add to the $18,308.80, making the large 
amount of $18,998.80 saved from the hauling 
expense in one year on garbage alone. 

“A four-furnace crematory for burning 
garbage alone, will cost the city $12,000. To 
run this crematory one year burning gar- 
bage only will cost about $3,500, making 
the cost of building and running it for a 
year $15,500, clearing a $12,000 crematory 
and eng a on a saved from the 

arbage alone.

removing all the garbage through their 
part of the city. od that the crematory 
for *the center of the city is no more of- 
fensive than a laundry or factory. 

“The cost of fuel for running a garbage 
crematory is not half what it is for burn- 
ing night soil. 

“With another crematory on the eastern 
Bide of the city another large amount would 
be saved. With a crematory for burning 
night soil and pernene we could dispense 
with three night-soil wagons, five dump 
carts and one-two-horse wagon, @ saving

irs. Connell Brings Suit for the Death 
of Her Husband. 


SHE WANTS | $75, 000 DAMAGES 


He Was Billed L by a Southern Railway 
Train Last Fall and the. Road Is 
Said To Be Liable. 


The largest damage suit ever brought 
against a railroad in the south has been 
filed against the Southern railway by Mrs. 
N. E. Connell, of Mississippi. 

The petition, which was filed yesterday 
morning in the office of the superior court, 
is brought by the wife of Mr. J. T. Con- 
nell. She is represented by Attorneys H. 
M. Patty, J. T. Pendleton and Hopkins 
& Sons. The amount sued for is $75,000 and 
the suit is directed to the superior court. 

Mrs. Connell sues for herself and four 
minor children. The children of the dead 
man are Emily, aged‘ twelve; Mackie, 
aged nine years, and Nellie and Lucy, who 
are both six years old. Mrs. Connell is a 
resident of Mississippi, but was in Atlanta 
at the time of her husband's death last 
fall, which was the result of his being 
struck by an engine of the’ Southern. 

The petition which has been filed sets 
forth that the Southern railway is respon- 
sible for the death of her husband in that 
the company and its agents were at fault 
in the construction of the tracks and the 
running of its trains. She states that the 
death of her husband could have been 
averted had the road only exercised due 
caution and care in the operation of its 
service from the city to the exposition 
grounds. 

Mr. Connell came to Atlanta early in the 
month of last November and he was a 
shipper of two carloads of cattle and 
stock. It was while he was in the railroad 
yards looking after the transfer of these 
cars from one road to another that he was 
struck by a swiftly running engine. After 
receiving his injuries, Mr. Connell lived 
several days, but it was seen from the 
first that his injuries would prove fatal. 


Stery of the Accident. 

It was on the night of November 6th, last 
year, that Mr. Conneli was struck by an 
engine of the Southern, which was attach- 
ed to an exposition train that was coming 
into the city. 

Mr. Connell was at the little house lo- 
cated on the Georgia tracks just below 
Butler street and at the time the accident 
occurred he was attempting to arrange 
for the transfer of two cars of cattle 
which he had shipped to Atlanta. 

It is alleged that he was standing neer 
the entrance to the little building and as 
the engine approached was in the act of 
going from one room io the other, and 
stepped upon the track on which the train 
was coming. He received a fearful }ow 
from the tender of the engine and died a 
few days later from the effect of his inju- 
ries. 

Claims the Tracks Were Too Close. 

In the petition asking for damages, Mrs. 
Connell alleges that the tracks which were 
used by the exposition trains were laid 
too close to this building, which Was used 
for an office and a telegraph station. 

It is charged that the offices in the build- 
ing were used by the road as headquarters 
for certain departments and it was necessa- 
ry for the public who had deadings with 
these officiais to enter the building from 
the side on which the trains ran, as there 
was no back entrance. Between the three 
rooms it is said there was no connecting 
door and people who called were compelled 
to pass around in front of the building in 
going from one room to the other. 

On the night on which the accident hap- 
pened, it is claimed that Mr. Connell went 
to the office and wished to make arrange- 
ments for the shipment of his two cars of 
cattle. He was accompanied by a negro, 
who carried some baggage with him. Mr. 
Connell and the negro entered the first 
room, and seeing that the room in which 
his business called him was the next 
room, he left the negro and walked out at 
the front door and was just about entering 
the other room when the engine struck 
him. 

Says the Road Was Negligent.
